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A n AIDS activist who dumped 
pungent and potentially infec¬ 
tious 14-week-old kitty litter on 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
executive director Pat Christen says he 
is unrepentant about the October 17 
Women’s Building action. 

Christen was assaulted with the litter 
by activist Ronnie Burk as activists from 
the controversial San Francisco chapter 
of ACT UP and an ACT UP affinity 
group disrupted the Foundation-spon¬ 
sored voters forum. 

Activists distributed and set off stink 
bombs, blew whistles, and disrupted the 
event as supervisoral candidates 
Michael Yaki, Donna Casey, and Leland 
Yee gathered to discussed their posi¬ 
tions on AIDS issues. 

Burk and veteran San Francisco 
ACT UP activist Todd Swindell were 
cited at the scene on assault charges 
and later released. 

Burk, a 41-year-old HIV-positive 
man, told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
is unapologetic for the action - and at¬ 
tacked BETA , the foundation’s treat¬ 


ment publication, as a “mouthpiece for 
the pharmaceutical manufacturers.” 

San Francisco ACT UP is critical of 
the use of protease inhibitors and anti¬ 
retroviral drugs such as AZT. 

Christen told the Bay Area Reporter 
that disagreements over the foundation’s 
treatment policies and recommendations 
aren’t the issue, and neither are disrup¬ 
tive tactics - or even civil disobedience - 
by activists. 

“This is violence. Violence is criminal 
activity. There is absolutely no excuse for 
it,” Christen said. “We will press charges. 
We have got to stand up against this and 
we will. It’s not acceptable.” She said that 
ACT UP/San Francisco’s escalating vio¬ 
lence “crosses the boundary line” of so¬ 
cially acceptable behavior, and must be 
addressed. 

ACT UP/San Francisco spokesman 
Michael Bellefountaine said that the true 
violence that needs to be addressed is the 
AIDS Foundation’s “grip on the flow of 
information for the HIV community.”

Mondelli testifies 
about doctor's 
speed use, sex, 
and violence

F ormer San Francisco General 
Hospital psychiatrist Dr. Dean 
Freeman was ordered to appear in 
Superior Court on October 31 for the 
setting of a trial date, on charges that 
he tried to kill a former patient he is 
also accused of sexually exploiting. 

Freeman, 37, is charged with stab¬ 
bing local actor Mario Mondelli more 
than 20 times with a camping ax and 
a hunting knife, in a bizarre 1994 at¬ 
tack that left Mondelli with perma¬ 
nent injuries. 

Mondelli, 40, nearly died from the 
attack, and was unconscious and on 
life support systems for almost three 
months at San Francisco General 
Hospital. 

Mondelli testified during an Octo¬ 
ber 17 preliminary hearing that the 
July 25,1994 attack began when Free¬ 
man stopped by Mondelli’s Ivy Street 
studio around 9 p.m. 

“It was dark. He appeared ex¬ 
hausted and wired and agitated,” 
Mondelli told the court. 

Mondelli testified that Freeman 
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T he athletic field at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center will be named in 
honor of the late lesbian leader Rikki 
Streicher, after a unanimous vote by 
the San Francisco Recreation and Park Com¬ 
mission at its meeting Thursday, October 17.

She was 
inducted into the Gay Softball League’s Hall 
of Fame in 1994. 

She was also the owner of Maud’s, a les¬ 
bian bar that was a community institution 
from the day it opened in 1966 until it closed 
in 1989. 

At the recreation and park commission 
meeting, the room was full of Streicher’s 


friends. Mary Sanger, who had been Streich¬ 
er’s partner of 18 years, was visibly pleased 
after the commission’s unanimous vote. 

“I feel wonderful,” Sanger told the B.A.R. 
after the vote. 


She did not speak at the meeting, but did

bring with her petitions containing thousands 
of signatures she gathered in support of re¬ 
naming the field.

New and young and 
gay? Let’s do brunch!

1 || If ant to “chat about tricks 
1 ^ I I and treats over hotcakes 
and homefries with other 
queer boys new to town?” Then 
Newcomer’s Brunch is for you. It’s 
a new social event by Q Action, 
the young men’s program of the 
Stop AIDS Project, designed to re¬ 
duce HIV transmission rates in 
gay and bi men under 25 who 
have just moved to San Francisco. 

The Sunday brunches, free to 
participants, happen about once a 
month in various restaurants in 
the Castro. 

So why brunch? “Gay men re¬ 
ally like brunch!” David Boyer of 
Q Action told the B.A.R. The 
brunches are designed to “give 
newcomers a chance to plug in,” 
find friends, and make connec¬ 
tions in an unfamiliar city. Some¬ 
one from Q Action is there to fa¬ 


cilitate, but the conversation usu¬ 
ally goes where it wants to. 

“The atmosphere is really mel¬ 
low and casual,” according to 
Boyer. The conversation ranges 
from how to find an apartment to 
dating in the city. 

The project was conceived and 
created by Joe Wright of Q Action. 
Newcomers to San Francisco are 
seen as a group particularly at risk 
for HIV transmission because 
they don’t have friends and don’t 
know the social scene. There are 
not many programs available to 
those who are new. Newcomer’s 
Brunch, something that has never 
been tried before, is attempting to 
fill this gap. 

“Guys who come to town are 
at the highest risk of sero-con- 
verting within the first six months 
of being here,” says Boyer. Because 
of the estimated 42% infection 
rate of gay and bi men in San 
Francisco, “It’s like walking into a 


war zone, and if you’re not suited 
up you might find yourself in a 
situation where you could get 
HIV.” 

The Newcomer’s Brunches are 
linked to The Moment campaign. 
The “moment” refers to the three 
seconds when someone decides 
whether or not to have safe sex. 
The 30-week campaign uses Q 
Action’s existing activities to ex¬ 
amine this moment through var¬ 
ious topics such as “drugs and al¬ 
cohol” and “sexual motivations.” 
The current topic is relationships, 
so the next Newcomer’s Brunch 
will focus on dating and 
boyfriends. T 


The next brunch, “Dating in 
SF,” is this Sunday, October 
27. The brunches are first- 
come first-serve, and are 
limited to about ten people. To 
sign up call 431-2228. 


SoMa bashing trial begins

A m University of California at 
| San Francisco transplant 
team operating room nurse 
told a Municipal Court jury Oc¬ 
tober 22 how he was taunted and 
beaten by four young men during 
an anti-gay attack last October. 

From the witness stand, Ronald 
Bennett identified defendants John 
Cody Lee and Jonathan Bell as two 
of his attackers. 

The pair are charged with mis¬ 
demeanor hate crime and assault 
with a deadly weapon in the inci¬ 
dent which took place South of 
Market on October 21, 1995, one 
year and one day before Bennett’s 
testimony at the start of the trial. 

John Stellan, a third person 
charged in the incident, failed to 
appear for trial, and a bench war¬ 
rant has been issued by Municipal 
Court Judge Julie Tang for his ar¬ 
rest. 

The East Bay residents were 
apprehended by the police short¬ 
ly after the 12:30 p.m. attack, 
which happened after Bennett left 
the popular Lone Star bar on Har¬ 
rison Street for the San Francisco 
Eagle. 

Bennett told the jury that after 
hearing the sound of car tires 
screeching as he was walking 
across the street at Norfolk Alley, 
he realized that the defendant’s 
car was headed directly toward 
him. 

“Four guys jumped out of the 


car, and this one guy started 
yelling, in a rap, that ‘I’m from 
New York, we know what to do 
with this faggot. Let’s beat the shit 
out of this faggot,”’ Bennett said. 

The car had blocked his exit, 
and as Bennett tried to reason 
with his attackers about their be¬ 
havior, theycontinued the taunts. 

Openly weeping from the 
emotional trauma of the anti-gay 
hate crime, Bennett told the jury 
that he asked the assailants if they, 
realized they were in a gay neigh¬ 
borhood and why they were bat¬ 
tering him. 

The response was that they 
“knew they were in faggot coun¬ 
try,” and had come South of Mar¬ 
ket for “some faggot meat, ” Ben¬ 
nett said. 

One of the men had bent over 
behind Bennett’s knees so anoth¬ 
er could topple the Vietnam vet¬ 
eran over his partner’s back, and 
the other men began turning Ben¬ 
nett in a circle and beating him 
with their hands and fists. 

Bennett testified that Bell 
struck him in the face with his fist 
and that Lee also struck him, de¬ 
spite the opening argument 
claims of defense attorney Kevin 
Berman that his client hadn’t par¬ 
ticipated in the attack. 

During the attack, Stellan al¬ 
legedly grabbed the metal ring 
from the shoulder epaulet of his 
leather jacket, placed it in his fist 
and tried to strike him with the 
object. 

Bennett testified that the inside 


of his mouth was cut, and that he 
was bleeding from an artery after 
a blow to his mouth. In an at¬ 
tempt to mark his attackers and 
also to frighten them into ending 
the vicious assault, he spat blood 
on them. 

“I kept asking, ‘Who are you? 
Why are you doing this? Why are 
you coming into my neighbor¬ 
hood and doing this?’ I said no. I 
meant no,” Bennett said. 

At one point during the attack, 
a woman passenger in the car 
yelled out, “Kill the faggot,” ac¬ 
cording to Bennett’s sworn testi¬ 
mony. 

During the attack, Bennett, 
who had received violence pre¬ 
vention training as part of his job, 
carefully memorized the identities 
of his attackers and also the li¬ 
cense plate of the car. 

He also kept loudly repeating 
the license plate as a way to keep 
himself oriented in the aftermath 
of the assault, which left him with 
multiple bruises and a concus¬ 
sion. 

Bennett also suffers memory 
problems related to the injury, in 
addition to the post-traumatic 
emotional stress he continues to 
experience from the violence of 
the hate crime. 

Bennett made his way to the 
Eagle, where police responded to 
the assault, and was able to identi¬ 
fy Lee, Bell and his other attackers 
after police located them in a 
queue of people outside the DNA 
Lounge. T 
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Visual AID artist’s City 
Hall exhibit defaced

I hen Michael Johnstone 
returned from a trip to 
New York on Monday, 
October 21, there were several 
messages on his machine about 
his artwork, currently on display 
at City Hall as part of the Visual 
AID exhibit. Eight of his 11 pho¬ 
tographs had been defaced by a 
person or persons unknown, ap¬ 
parently on Thursday, October 17 
after most employees had left for 
the evening. 

Monday afternoon he went 
down to see his photographic se¬ 
ries, entitled “Mrs. Vera’s Day¬ 
book.” The pictures are of his 
partner, David Faulk, dressed in 
drag. Johnstone said he was dis¬ 
heartened as he looked at the pic¬ 
tures, which a vandal defaced with 
a pointed object, probably a ball¬ 
point pen. 

“I was kind of disturbed by it,” 
Johnstone told the B.A.R. “The 
eyes were jabbed out, and they are 
pretty badly defaced. All the faces 
are X’ed out. It’s all in the face and 
neck, like stabbings.” 

Johnstone, an artist living with 
AIDS, said he’s at a loss to explain 
why anyone would do such a 
thing. The only thing he could 
think of was that the vandal ap¬ 
parently had a problem with the 
model. 

He explained the pictures are 
meant to be humorous. 


“To me, they’re funny. I nearly 
died last year, and the photos are 
definitely not just a drag queen or 
a man in a dress,” Johnstone said. 

The exhibit, which has been on 
the third floor of City Hall since 
September 16, has been extended 
through December 1, Johnstone 
said. His defaced photographs will 
remain on display, he added. 

“I am going to photograph 
them as they are, and they’re stay¬ 
ing up in their condition. I’m re¬ 
ally sorry they messed them up; 
it’s an incredibly mean-spirited 
thing to do. It’s a hate crime,” 
Johnstone said. “My work’s not 
controversial. I’ve never had any¬ 
body attack my work.” 

How did it happen? 

On Monday, October 21, Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz denounced 
the vandalism. Katz arranged the 
“There’s Art in City Hall” exhibit 
in conjunction with Visual 
AID/Artists for AIDS Relief. Art¬ 
works by four Visual AID artists 
make up the exhibit. 

“I am shocked and saddened 
that someone would destroy art 
on public exhibit. I am especially 
disturbed that someone specifi¬ 
cally selected work created by a 
person with AIDS to attack,” Katz 
said. 

Katz said she’ll be following up 
with authorities both to ascertain 
who committed the vandalism 
and to determine how it could 
have happened in City Hall, 


which has a security guard and 
metal detectors posted outside of 
the elevators of each floor. 

“The fact that it happened at 
all, in 1996 in San Francisco, sad¬ 
dens and angers me immensely,” 
Katz said. 

Jim Fisher, executive director 
of Visual AID, which helps artists 
with AIDS continue their artistic 
activities, also condemned the 
vandalism. 

“I think the vandalism is 
abominable, regardless of what’s 
damaged. When you deface art¬ 
work I think it’s especially foolish 
and reprehensible,” Fisher told the 
B.A.R. 

Johnstone, who is on a limited 
income, said the photographs 
were worth several hundred dol¬ 
lars. Because he has the negatives, 
Johnstone said he could redo the 
pieces that were damaged. How¬ 
ever, it might be emotionally dif¬ 
ficult for him, and the other ma¬ 
terials needed are expensive, he 
explained. 

“That work wouldn’t be there 
without Visual AID,” Johnstone 
said. 

Faulk, the subject in the pho¬ 
tographs, said they are about peo¬ 
ple who are different. 

“I do feel like it was some type 
of hate crime. Who would want to 
stab a clown?” Faulk asked, refer¬ 
ring to the photographs. 

Other art exhibits that are dis¬ 
played on the third floor of City 
Hall were not damaged. T

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Community Center gets $75K 
from foundation, grocery chain 


Board also plans focus groups to get input

| ' he planned community 
i center for San Francisco’s 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender communities has 
gotten a big shot in the arm in the 
form of $75,000 in philanthropic 
and corporate donations, the 
Community Center Project 
(CCP) announced Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 18. The project has also been 
recommended for a $228,500 fed¬ 
eral grant. 

Scott Shafer, president of the 
CCP board of directors, said the 
community center will receive a 
$50,000 two-year grant from the 


San Francisco Foundation. Addi¬ 
tionally, Safeway Stores has con¬ 
tributed $25,000 to the planned 
community center, Shafer added. 

The Citizens’ Committee of 
the Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development (MOCD) has also 
recommended a $228,500 grant 
for construction of the center at 
the identified site on Market 
Street at the corner of Octavia 
Street. Shafer said the MOCD 
grant is pending final approval. 

“We applied for it in August. 
The MOCD grant is actually fed¬ 
eral Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment money in the form of a 
Community Development Block 
Grant,” Shafer told the B.A.R. 


The proposal for the commu¬ 
nity center consists of renovating 
a Victorian building on the site 
and constructing a five- to six- 
story building next door, for a 
total of some 48,000 square feet. 

“This project is a great exercise 
in community building and lead¬ 
ership development,” said Herb 
Castillo, program officer for the 
San Francisco Foundation. “The 
center will provide a centralized 
place to socialize, meet, work on 
important issues, and build com¬ 
munity spirit.” 

San Francisco is the only 
major city in California without a 
community center for the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
community, Shafer said. 

Signal of broad support 

The contributions from the 
San Francisco Foundation and 
Safeway represent the largest sin¬ 
gle donations to date for the pro¬ 
ject, which is putting together a 
$1.5 million fundraising cam¬ 
paign. In addition to construction 
and renovation, the grants will be 
used for preliminary development 
of the community center. 

“We are extremely grateful for 
these early contributions from the 
city, the San Francisco Foundation, 
and Safeway,” Shafer said. “It is very 
encouraging that these first major 
contributions come from organiza-

tions outside the lesbian and gay 
community. We take it as a signal 
that this project will have very 
broad support throughout the city.” 

In August, the Board of Super¬ 
visors approved $1.2 million for 
the CCP to purchase the Mar- 
ket/Octavia property, using city 
funds left over from the expan¬ 
sion of Moscone Center. Mayor 
Willie Brown had identified the 
available money and endorsed 
using it for the community center. 

Shafer pointed to that contri¬ 
bution as an indication of “unan¬ 
imous political support for the 
project.” 

Environmental and real estate 
surveys of the property are now 
completed, and Shafer said CCP is 
on track to fulfill its contract with 
the owner of the Market Street 
property and purchase the site by 
December 1. 

An architectural competition, 
when project designs will be so¬ 
licited from firms throughout 
Northern California, is expected 
to begin later this year. 

The overall budget for the pro¬ 
ject is $7.3 million and is slated 
for completion by 1999. 

Shafer said that the CCP board 
plans to have a series of commu¬ 


nity focus groups in November 
and December, to obtain the 
broadest possible input for the 
center. People are encouraged to 
take part in these focus groups 
and share their vision for the 
community center. 

The CCP board is especially 
interested in having people of 
color, lesbians, seniors, youth, bi¬ 
sexuals, and transgender people 
participate in the focus groups. 

In a related matter, Shafer told 
the B.A.R. there are some vacan¬ 
cies on the CCP board of direc¬ 
tors. Right now the board is look¬ 
ing for people who have account¬ 
ing skills, he said. 

“And we’re always trying to en¬ 
hance the diversity of the board,” 
Shafer added, noting more les¬ 
bians are also needed. ▼

> Store held its annual Open 
House, to thank patrons and give 
out third quarter donations to 
some of the 250 charities and 
groups that benefit from the 
business of recycling the leftovers 
in life. 

Forget Macy’s and Saks Fifth 
Avenue. If you want the real thrill 
of getting that special bargain, 
there’s nowhere better than the 
Community Thrift Store at 623 
Valencia Street between 17th and 
18th. If you’re a smart lady shop¬ 
per who knows a good deal, or 
you just want to look like one, 
you’ll be interested in the Donna 
Karan, Ann Taylor, and Guess 
garments on sale. For the other 
gender, or mood, there are Perry 
Ellis, Armani, and Geoffrey 
Beene suits hanging side-by-side 
with great lived-in leather jack¬ 
ets. 

Alongside those specialty 
items, of course, is a less elegant, 
but endlessly fascinating array of 
practically anything you can 
name - kitchenware, fitness 
videos, CDs, cameras, linens, art¬ 
work and frames, toys, and chil¬ 
dren’s garments - and one of the 
best used book collections in the 
city. 

Steven Rascher, chairman of 
the Board of Directors, explains 
how it works. “The Community 
Thrift Store is a unique concept 
that was original here,” he said, 
“and is being marketed all over 
the country, now, especially in 
the gay and lesbian community, 
as a tremendous way to raise 
funds for any and all kinds of 
charitable organizations. 

“The merchandise is sold, 
through the computers automat¬ 
ed to their account, and quarter¬ 
ly we give out checks to over 250 
charities. We anticipate giving 
out record money this year. 
We’ve given approximately 
$80,000 a quarter out so far.” 

In 1995 alone, Community 
Thrift distributed $325,000 to 
non-profit groups. 

Tim Malone is general man¬ 
ager of the store, which he said 
“was started about 14 years ago 
by the Tavern Guild to raise 
money. When the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic came along, which just hap¬ 
pened to be simultaneously, they 
decided to put the thrust that 
way. That’s why the early big 
groups were AIDS-related orga¬ 
nizations. Now, probably half of 
them are still gay and AIDS-re¬ 
lated in some way or other.” 
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Speed kills, or at least tries 


T his community is about as tolerant of 
others’ peccadilloes and eccentricities 
as any that can be found this side of 
Scandinavia. We acknowledge, usually, that 
we are all outside the most rigid definition 
of “ordinary,” and most of us believe that’s a 
good thing. And since we can do without 
people trying to make us “normal,” thank 
you very much, we generally stay out of our 
neighbors’ affairs as well. 

That’s probably why the epidemic of 
methamphetamine abuse has gotten to its 
current state in San Francisco. Since we 
aren’t prone to judgmental edicts, we 
haven’t always made it clear to our friends 
and lovers that their crystal use is unaccept¬ 
able. And that’s too bad. 

This week the gay victim of one of San 
Francisco’s worst bashings (and sexual 
abuse, too, for that matter) took the witness 
stand to describe the horror of the attack 
that very nearly killed him. If the assault, 
which was carried out with an ax and a 
knife, could be blamed on suburban gay¬ 
bashing thugs or on talk radio’s relentless 
message of intolerance, the community 
would be up in arms about it. 

But the attack on Mario Mondelli, as we 
report in this issue, wasn’t prompted by ei¬ 
ther of those forces. It was a domestic abuse 
case, and an attack fueled by speed. The tal¬ 
ented actor who only barely escaped with 
his life repeatedly broke down on the stand 
as he recounted how a partner in love (of 
the physical kind, at least) spiraled into a 
state where he literally lost his humanity. 
The alleged attacker - the man police found 
in blood-soaked underpants next to the 
barely surviving Mondelli when they broke 
down the door that night - was a doctor. 

A doctor. Clearly that is not a profession 
full of murderous lunatics, and if the sus¬ 
pect in question did the deed as reported, 
it’s safe to assume he was not always the 
kind of person to make feral grunting nois¬ 
es as he stabbed a helpless victim some 20 
times. Speed did that. 


There are many readers who will not 
want to acknowledge these truths, and who 
will excuse their own crystal use as some¬ 
thing entirely different from the abuse de¬ 
tailed in Mondelli’s testimony. And 
while it is true that relatively few in¬ 
dulge in that kind of meth glut¬ 
tony, it is also true that nobody’s , 
personality improves with crystal. 

Nobody’s. 

Most of us have seen a friend or 
acquaintance or trick flipped out with 
paranoia on the drug; most of us sur¬ 
vive the occasion with nothing 
worse than a bad scare. Con¬ 
sider yourself lucky, if you are 
in that category. Certainly 
consider yourself luckier than Mario Mon¬ 
delli. 

The way to avoid a fate like his is to avoid 
crystal and the people who do it. If they offer 
it to you, they are not your friend. If they do 


it around you, they are putting you in dan¬ 
ger. If you love them, help them find profes¬ 
sional help to get their addiction under con¬ 
trol; if they say they aren’t addicted, then 
make them prove it by stopping it. 

This community can’t afford crystal 
bashings any more than any other 
kind. Join in the fight to end the 
problem now. 

Kudos, by the way, to Supervisor 
Susan Leal and her understanding that 
the situation warrants treatment 
upon demand to any drug user who 
wants it. All the lecturing in 
the world won’t help if profes¬ 
sional help is just an unattain¬ 
able luxury to those who need 
it most. Her resolution directing the De¬ 
partment of Public Health to make the 
funding available is a terrific beginning to 
the end of crystal destroying our commu¬ 
nity. ▼ 
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‘Skunks in tuxedos’ pit critical 
AIDS needs against each other

I was struck by the similarities between 
the doublespeak methods employed by 
the advocates of the recent Defense of 
Marriage Act (DoMA) and those by Paul A. 
DiDonato’s “SFAF’s defense of ‘integrated, 
comprehensive’ approach” in the Guest 
Opinion section of the October 10th issue 
of the Bay Area Reporter. Both arguments 
were carefully crafted to hide the true in¬ 
tentions and actions of the authors. In the 
case of DoMA, the actual intent was to deny 
Gay Americans the right to marriage by, in 
effect, weakening the Constitution. Similar¬ 
ly, DiDonato’s “defense” is nothing more 
than an attempt to hide the fact that he, the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, and 
CAEAR (Cities Advocating Emergency 
AIDS Relief) were responsible for a $50 mil¬ 
lion decrease in funding for the AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program (ADAP). 

On September 20,1996 Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi wrote a letter to John Porter, 
Chairman of the subcommittee on Labor- 
HHS-Education Appropriations, “to urge 
the inclusion of an additional $100 million 
for the AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) in the omnibus appropriations 
package.” The letter went on to explain why 
the money is needed in light of the avail¬ 
ability of potent new drug therapies, and a 
severely underfunded drug assistance pro¬ 
gram. 

Three days later on September 23, ac¬ 
cording to DiDonato, acting Director of 
Public Policy for the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, the Cities Advocating Emer¬ 
gency AIDS Relief (CAEAR) Coalition was 
“first informed of this letter during a meet¬ 


ing with Senator (Arlen] Specter’s staff.” On 
October 7, writing this time as a member of 
the CAEAR Coalition Executive Committee 
in a memo distributed to the San Francisco 
HIV Health Services Planning Council, Mr. 
DiDonato states that “upon learning of the 
sole reference to ADAP as the recipient of 
additional moneys above the Clinton in¬ 
crease levels, the CAEAR Coalition 
...raised concerns with Representa¬ 
tive Pelosi and her staff.” The level 
of “concern” raised was enough to 
have 50% of the original $100 mil¬ 
lion for ADAP reallocated to other 
Titles. 

There are three major prob¬ 
lems with CAEAR’s ac¬ 
tions: First, how effective 
is CAEAR’s advocacy on 
behalf of Title I EMAs if 
they only found out about a $100 million 
appropriation three days after the fact? Sec¬ 
ond, once they became aware of it, how well 
thought out was their response? Third, al¬ 
though the desire to increase funds to the 
cities is a noble one, did anybody look at the 
effect that reducing ADAP funds would 
have on PWAs everywhere? Did anyone ask 
what happens if you live in a state like Geor¬ 
gia - where, according to a memo from Pro¬ 
ject Inform on October 4, 1998, they “have 
only 5 drugs on their formulary and are 
constrained under eligibility criteria that 
limits ADAP to individuals who make less 
than $9000 annually?” 

In his guest opinion, DiDonato states, 
“We will not pit one critical HIV/AIDS pro¬ 
gram or funding need against another.” This 
was the precise result of his efforts and 
those of other CAEAR Coalition members. 
The San Francisco AIDS Foundation and 
the members of the CAEAR should be hon¬ 


est about their actions. In fact, $100 million 
dollars was put on the table to pay for drugs 
for PWAs, and a coalition of AIDS Service 
Organizations sat down at that table and 
demanded half. This constitutes the “recent 
efforts to ensure across-the-board increases 
for all Titles” Mr. DiDonato wrote about in 
his column. Imagine the response if the 
CAEAR Coalition had lobbied successfully 
for a $100 million increase in Title I fund¬ 
ing, only to have treatment activists enter at 

___ the last minute and demand $50 

million, citing “moral authority 
and political conviction.” 

When our advocates spend 
more of their resources and en¬ 
ergy pursuing limited 
funding than they do ad¬ 
vocating for more effec¬ 
tive and efficient services 
and more appropriately priced drugs, 
PWAs lose. As long as they get away with 
the claim that the only viable responses to 
a reduction in resources are either reduc¬ 
tions in services and reduced access to 
treatments, or more funding, then we all 
lose. Mr. DiDonato’s so-called “integrated, 
comprehensive approach” is like dressing a 
skunk in a tuxedo: it may look better to 
some, but it still stinks. 

The SF AIDS Foundation and the 
CAEAR Coalition would have done better to 
lobby for $100 million increase in Title I 
funding, instead of a $50 million decrease to 
ADAP. Instead, we are left questioning both 
the intentions and effectiveness of CAEAR 
and SFAF. High-minded moral indignation 
is no substitute for hard work, and divisive¬ 
ness is no substitute for leadership in a time 
of crisis. Our individual survival, important 
to us as it is, cannot be gained at the expense 
of our fellow PWAs. T 
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Gays and Clinton: Just say no! 

Gay voters should send a clear message to the De¬ 
mocratic Party in the next election: our votes can no 
longer be taken for granted; they must be earned. The 
repeated intransigence of President Clinton should 
be met with a broad refusal to play any part in his re- 
election. He procured our votes by a fraudulent 
promise to allow lesbians and gay men to serve in the 
military, but wimped out to homophobic bigots like 
Silly Senator Sam. He did it again by signing the so- 
called Defense of Marriage Act. 

Dole may be synonymous with discrimination 
(because about three-quarters of his appointees are 
likely to be anti-gay), but he won’t be significantly 
worse than Clinton, under whom anti-gay witchhunts 
in the military have intensified. And there is no need 
to worry about Dole’s appointing conservative judges. 
Most of Clinton’s appointees have been moderate to 
conservative millionaires, and Senator Dole voted for 
97 percent of Clinton’s nominees. Neither candidate 
is likely to appoint any liberal judges who are sensitive 
to civil liberties issues. Referring to Clinton’s failure in 
this regard, federal Judge Stephen Reinhardt said, “He 
blew it.” 

In short, no one concerned with civil liberties or 
who wants a President with a backbone should vote 
for the spineless wimp who now occupies the White 
House.

Castro predisposition 

Sal lacopelli’s letter (October 3) is typical of a very 
specific and very shitty predisposition among gay 
men who live in the Castro. 

We cannot assume that because the Castro is the 
so-called “gay Mecca” it is somehow immune from 
the problems, frustrations, and inequities that exist in 
other parts of this city, from the Tenderloin to 
Hunter’s Point. We cannot assume that because we 
have “fought” for this “haven” that it is an unassail¬ 
able magic bubble of lavender bliss sealing us off from 
the poverty and crime in other San Francisco neigh¬ 
borhoods. We cannot assume that if we just swish 
past the dirty vermin on the sidewalks and ignore 
them while tightly clutching the hand of the trick du 
jour that the homeless will just vanish like crow’s-feet 
after a face lift. 

Mr. lacopelli paints a pretty picture of Castro 
Street innocence that does not conform with reality. 
Gay men just want to be left alone, he whines. These 
dirty smelly obnoxious homeless vagrants are ruin¬ 
ing our nice sweet homo paradise, and what did we 
ever do to them? But the point is that a number of 
these homeless people are teenage runaways from 
small hate-filled towns in the interior of America 
where they were abused by family members or vili¬ 
fied for being different, whether that difference was 
being gay or being into dressing in black and dyeing 
their hair in bizarre colors. The point is that these 
kids, and other homeless, routinely encounter not the 
sunny equanimity that Mr. lacopelli claims we dis¬ 
play, but gay men who taunt them, spit on them, 
punch them, kick them, and hurl insults at them 
merely for sitting on their “clean” sidewalks. This kind 
of abuse even the stroller-pushing yuppies and gun- 
rack-carrying rednecks in Alameda and Antioch do 
not engage in anymore. 

Gay men are not above materialism, not above 
xenophobia, not above prejudice, even as they walk 
into the bars that line Castro Street and play out their 
little salacious fetishes for “exotic” men of other col¬ 
ors. And sitting on the sidewalk, the last time I 
checked, is not a crime. Yet Mr. lacopelli wonders why 
homeless people are “belligerent, dangerous, and ho¬ 
mophobic” toward us.

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Dole gets down 
and dirty

H J! If ith ^ ess l ^ an two weeks 

0 M before the November 5 

9 election, and after two 
unimpressive televised debates 
with President Bill Clinton, Re¬ 
publican nominee Bob Dole has 
finally “gone on the attack” 
against his opponent, getting 
down and dirty. Mud, my friends, 
is being slung! 

It all started the day of the sec¬ 
ond debate when the decision was 
made to attack the president for 
“presiding over an administration 
of scandals almost on a daily 
basis” and to liken the Clinton era 
to Richard Nixon’s Watergate. 
However, taking off the gloves 
seemed to do little for Dole; polls 
following the second debate 
again showed him mak¬ 
ing little if any inroads. 

Indeed, most debate 
watchers scored it for 
Clinton. 

Bill “I-Feel-Your- 
Pain” Clinton, lead¬ 
ing Dole by 14- 
19 percentage 
points accord¬ 
ing to three 
national polls, 
has been able to brush off the bar¬ 
rage of brickbats with the elan of 
former President Ronald 
“Teflon” Reagan. During the 
debate itself, every time Bob Dole 
went for a low blow, Clinton 
would ignore the charge, whatev¬ 
er it was, and rely on his greatest 
strength, talking directly to the 
people in a calm, compassionate 
manner, making Dole look like an 
old sourpuss. 

After enduring an hour of in¬ 
sults and attacks from his GOP 
opponent, Clinton put a stop to it 
by telling listeners that he would 
not engage in mud-slinging, in¬ 
stead ticking off stats designed to 
show that “our country is indeed 
better off than it was four years 
ago.” 

Dole has gone for the jugular 
as a last-ditch attempt to pull off a 
Harry Truman-like upset, but it’s 
too little too late. This race never 
even got up to the gate. 

Will Bob Dole go all out for 
California’s 54 electoral votes in 
these remaining days? Clinton 
currently enjoys at least a ten- 
point lead here, but Dole backers, 
fearful of a huge Clinton win, are 
demanding that he spend both 
time and money in the Golden 
State to at least narrow Clinton’s 
margin of victory as much as pos¬ 
sible. 

In particular, those 25 Repub¬ 
lican House members from Cali¬ 
fornia are kicking up the most 
fuss. They went to Haley Bar¬ 
bour, the national GOP chair, and 
insisted that the party not write 
off the state so that they might 
save their own asses. 

Respected California pollster 
Mervyn Field, whose own poll 
recently showed Dole cutting into 
the Clinton lead by nearly half, 
quietly told the Sacramento Press 
Club last week that Dole and his 
GOP supporters should not get 
excited about it because “there’s 
no momentum here for Dole.” 
Field noted that the poll showing 
Clinton leading Dole by 22 points 
was taken right after the Democ¬ 
ratic Convention, adding that that 
kind of poll figure was bound to 
go away. 

Field stated that Bill Clinton

has the support of women in Cal¬ 
ifornia by 20 percent over Bob 
Dole, and that male 
voters are split about 
evenly. “Not enough 
time for Dole,” said 
i Field. 

So why will the 
former Kansas sena¬ 
tor be concentrating on 
California dur¬ 
ing the elec¬ 
tion count¬ 
down? Because 
an upset here is 
his only real chance for a White 
House win, behind as he is in cer¬ 
tain states that should have been 
a cakewalk for him.

Barbs for Barbara: When

been backroom gossip in D.C. for 
years, showed up at a bookstore in 
NYC on Oct. 10, the eve of Na¬ 
tional Coming Out Day, to pro¬ 
mote a mystery novel that she co¬ 
wrote with Mary Louise Oates, 
Capitol Offense (Dutton), she was 
confronted by angry gays and les¬ 
bians in the largely gay Chelsea 
area of the city who were still 
pissed at her vote in favor of the 
GOP-sponsored Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act (DoMA). A shouting 
match broke out between Mikuls- 
ki’s co-author (the senator kept 
quiet through most of the rancor) 
and activists like Michelangelo 
Signorile and Kendall Queer 
(former Outweek publisher), who 
refused to let the senator get away 
with her betrayal. 

When asked outright if she 
was indeed a lesbian, Mikulski re¬ 
mained silent and let her co-au¬ 
thor do the talking. Oates noted, 
seemingly as means of exculpa¬ 
tion, that “I’m on the board of the 
Human Rights Commission; I’m 
going to the Quilt; I was in the 
anti-war movement; the senator 
voted before in favor of gay and 


lesbian civil rights.” 

The audience, however, was far 
from satisfied. Finally, Senator 
Mikulski, feeling the heat, left the 
store with a woman many de¬ 
scribed as the senator’s girlfriend. 

Lesbian activist Ann 
Northrup, meanwhile, urged gays 
and lesbians around the country 
to check with their local book¬ 
stores and with Mikulski’s pub¬ 
lishers to get her book tour sched¬ 
ule. “Senator Mikulski should be 
confronted by lesbians and gay 
men at every bookstore appear¬ 
ance in every city she visits,” 
Northrup emphasized. 

How about supe candidate 
Margo St. Janies making 
Newsweek magazine, due to her 
quip on being introduced at the 
staid, venerable Concordia Arg¬ 
onaut Club: “I’m pleased to be 
here. Nice to see so many familiar 
faces.” Don’t be at all shocked if 
the popular Ms. St. James places 
in the top six come the election. 

San Mateo County’s popular 
Assemblywoman Jackie Speier, 
termed out this year, will run for 
Quentin Kopp’s state Senate seat 
in 1998, unless her friends can 
talk her into taking a shot at Rep¬ 
resentative Tom Lantos’D.C.job. 
Lantos is expected l>y many to re¬ 
tire after his next term. 

California surprise: the state 
GOP is not saying much about 
what they thought would be a hot 
issue: Prop. 209, the affirmative 
action scheme they thought 
would serve as a wedge issue to 
drive voters away from the De¬ 
mocrats. The initiative simply 
isn’t getting much attention, and 
state Republicans have made a de¬ 
cision to leave it alone. 

White House pretty boy, the 
34-year-old, gay-friendly George 
stephanopoulos, says he will 
likely move on to another job in 
the corporate world if Clinton is 
re-elected.

W hen last we left our hero¬ 
ine, she was pondering 
but one of the threads 
woven into modern (i.e., post- 
Stonewall) lesbian culture, a cul¬ 
ture that now has had the time to 
develop and mature sufficiently 
(no comment) to have customs, 
mores, and traditions that can be 
transmitted from age cohort to 
age cohort, generation to genera¬ 
tion. Actually, I don’t think there’s 
any one lesbian culture, given the 
various traditions women live 
out: the bar subculture, which has 
some overlap with but is distinct 
from the dance club culture; the 
“women’s community” somewhat 
political culture; the culture of 
that segment of lesbian business¬ 
women and professionals that has 
remained mostly closeted; etc. But 
for the sake of discussion, let’s 
concentrate on lesbians who talk 
(and write) about modern les¬ 
bianism and its meaning - in both 
the larger culture and to the indi¬ 


vidual. 

Specifically, last week, I spoke 
of a friend who had lived out that 
cliche of wishful thinking that ac¬ 
tually is uncommon among ran¬ 
dom lesbians: the woman who 
turns to women after “bad expe¬ 
riences with men” (in this case, 
brutal rapes). I wondered aloud 
about how much the above¬ 
ground lesbian community of the 
past quarter century has been 
shaped by women who turned to 
relationships with women for po¬ 
litical reasons. They are not the 
only instance of forces from out¬ 
side the aggregate of women who 
love women (more than platoni- 
cally/feminist theoretically) shap¬ 
ing urban lesbian culture. 

In the mid-to-late ’80s, pres¬ 
sure to circle the same-sex-orient¬ 
ed wagons into a unified les- 
bian/gay community identified 
primarily with the fight against 
AIDS brought with it much pro¬ 
paganda about the nature (and 
practice) of lesbian sexuality, just 
as radical feminism had in the 
previous decade. We went from 


one “official” version with a hid¬ 
den political agenda to another - 
from a desexualizing of womanly 
love to a hypersexualizing of it, 
with neither being an accurate as¬ 
sessment of how the women just 
going about their lives and loving 
women were actually living and 
loving. And we haven’t even 
touched here on the “lesbian as 
activist/social worker to the 
world” cult. 

Very superstitious 

There’s another factor at work 
here, too: the element of supersti¬ 
tion in, well, not just our politics 
but all American politics, thanks 
to the journalistic (and political) 
practice of grabbing scary sound 
bites to make a point and letting 
them mushroom into what passes 
for political analysis. A recent ex¬ 
ample was the recent hoopla over 
schoolboys being labeled sexual 
harassers for innocent kisses, 
thanks to hysterical political cor¬ 
rectness. Columnist Ellen Good¬ 
man did the fact-checking the re¬ 
porters should have done, and 
found a different picture. 

As it turns out, the North Car¬ 
olina six-year-old was not sus¬ 
pended, and not accused of sexu¬ 
al harassment; he was sent to an¬ 
other room for breaking a rule 
about unwanted touching, after 
the girl he kissed complained. The 
New York second-grader was sus¬ 
pended for sexual harassment; he 
had pestered a number of girls, 
and his mother had twice been 
asked to come to school to discuss 
his behavior. 

Still, we cannot dismiss out of 


hand accusations of femi¬ 
nist political hyper¬ 
bole going beyond 
logic and common 
sense. The mys¬ 
tical world 
view in which 
all male-fe¬ 
male interac¬ 
tions (and even female interac¬ 
tions) are tainted by the “het- 
eropatriarchal rape culture,” as 
personified in the Dworkin- 
MacKinnon Model Anti-Pornog¬ 
raphy Statute, became law in two 
cities before being tossed out by 
courts on constitutional grounds. 
Thus, it is only natural (and a sign 
of intelligence) for the thinking 
lesbian to both regard and be 
skeptical of both Susan Faludi 
(Backlash) and Christina Hoff 
Sommers ( Who Stole Feminism?). 

Moments of uncertainty 

This makes for moments of 
great uncertainty about ideas set 
forth by lesbian intellectuals. One 


doubts sociological objec¬ 
tivity is possible and 
should be supplanted 
by a subjective female 
view - a view 
that sees op¬ 
pression 
everywhere. 
Says 

Kreiger, “I as [young women’s] 
teacher come along and say, 
‘Equality won’t exist for you, and 
it never has, and you’ve already 
been wounded badly’ ...so the 
first thing I have to do is deal with 
their resistance to seeing gender 
at all,” and so forth. Do I take 
Faludi’s view that this is pointing 
out backlash, or Sommers’s view 
that this is valuing superstition 
over critical thinking? I don’t 
know. What I do know is that I 
can’t rule out the latter - or my 
uneasy suspicion this is the likely 
answer.

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of our academics has a new book 
out in which'she speaks of how 
women hand down knowledge 
and wisdom, values and mores to 
each other, and the Chronicle gave 
it major attention. The book is 
The Family Silver: Essays on Rela¬ 
tionships Among Women, by Stan¬ 
ford Feminist Studies professor 
Susan Kreiger (and published by 
Cal - go fig). 

This book sounded interesting 
when I read the review and Pat 
Holt’s commentary one Sunday. 
Kreiger has a long academic track 
record, and her topic is relevant 
not only to women but to under¬ 
standing humans and our culture, 
knowledge, and civilization. But I 
couldn’t assess whether I would 
find it illuminating, thought-pro¬ 
voking reading or theoretical pif¬ 
fle (and I don’t yet have a Debo¬ 
rah Peifer review to help me gauge 
this). Kreiger is of the school that

Too 
many just adopt the practice of 
assuming emotion-wrenching 
headlines, and the sound-bite re¬ 
actions, are sufficient for extrapo¬ 
lating the truth.

Wanting to dig deeper for facts 
oneself is a good, intelligent, and 
mature thing - but also a very 
lonely thing. After all, you can’t 
take skepticism, research, and re¬ 
flection to a political rally, or get a 
sense of belonging from them. 
“Common knowledge” based on 
insufficient data and emotion¬ 
laden spin become what we be¬ 
queath. With our heritage, we de¬ 
serve better. ▼ 
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Are adolescent boarding 
schools hotbeds of hot beds?

$ % M here are several movies that 
depict queer romances in 
single-sex boarding schools. 
Forever top of the list must be the 
1932 German classic, Maedchen in 
Uniform , in which the teenage 
heroine falls in love with a (much 
older) teacher. Male examples of 
the genre include Lindsay Ander¬ 
son’s 1968 film If... As with Maed¬ 
chen, this film depicts an age-dis¬ 
parate homosexual relationship, 
although it isn’t the film’s central 
focus. The older of the two 
schoolboy lovers is a “prefect,” 
while the younger is a “fag” - the 
confusing Britishism for a pubes¬ 
cent peon who toasts crumpets 
for the prefects’ afternoon tea, etc. 

Although both these films 
treat same-sex desire in a positive 
way, they could be said to bolster 
a commonly held opinion, which 
is that attendance at single-sex 
boarding school influences young 
people toward homosexuality. In 
fact there were plenty of voices, 
over the years, warning that if this 
kind of educational arrangement 
were allowed to continue the 
British Empire (or the German 
Reich) would collapse, a victim of 
the non-reproduction of its ruling 
classes. And even today at least 
one sex researcher, Heino Meyer- 
Bahlburg of Columbia University, 
believes that single-sex schooling 
is one route to adult homosexual¬ 
ity. 

The truth of this hypothesis 
was tested in the British National 
Survey of Sexual Attitudes and 
Lifestyles. This eight-year survey, 
whose results were published in 
1994, was based on questionnaires 
completed by a randomly select¬ 
ed sample of about 19,000 men 
and women. About 400 of the 
men and 350 of the women had 
attended single-sex boarding 


schools. These men and women 
were indeed much more likely to 
have experienced gay sex than the 
rest of the sample. Among the 
women who had been to board¬ 
ing school, five percent had had a 
sexual experience involving geni¬ 
tal contact with another female, 
compared with less than two per¬ 
cent for the women 
who had not been to 
boarding school. 

Among the men, the corre¬ 
sponding figures were ten per¬ 
cent and four percent. Clearly, 
attendance at single-sex board¬ 
ing schools greatly in¬ 
creases the chances 
that a person will have 
dipped at least once 
into the honeypot of 
gay sex - presumably 
while he or she was in that same- 
sex environment. 

But quite different figures 
emerged when the researchers 
asked about the men and 
women’s current sexuality. Only 
about one percent of the men, 
and 0.5 percent of the women, 
had had same-sex genital contact 
during the last five years, and 
these figures were virtually the 
same for those who had boarding 
school experience and those who 
had not. So, the “situational” ho¬ 
mosexuality associated with 
boarding schools has no particu¬ 
lar influence on what people do in 
adult life. These results are con¬ 
trary to what one would expect if 
role-modeling, recruitment, or 
the nature of one’s early sexual ex¬ 
periences played a significant role 
in establishing patterns of adult 
sexuality. 

Why, you may ask, had only 
one percent of the men and 0.5 
percent of the women engaged in 
gay sex during the previous five 
years? Is this part of the no-sex - 
please-we’re-British syndrome? 
Apparently not, for those percent-

ages corresponded almost exactly 
to the percentages of the intervie¬ 
wees whose sexual feeling were 
mostly or entirely homosexual - 
there don’t seem to be legions of 
sexually inactive British queers 
any more. And quite similar fig¬ 
ures have been reported for a 
number of other countries, in¬ 
cluding the United 
States. So it looks 
as if gay people 
are not as common as we 
sometimes imagine. Under-re¬ 
porting may of course be a fac¬ 
tor, but the famous “ten-per¬ 
cent” figure, which is 
based on a misinter¬ 
pretation of the 1948 
Kinsey report, really 
needs to be retired. 

As for the British* 
Empire, it’s an under-appreciated 
fact that queers played a leading 
role in its expansion and mainte¬ 
nance. Oppressed by the stuffy 
heterosexuality of Victorian draw¬ 
ing rooms, or threatened by the 
sodomy statutes, they headed for 
the bush in droves. Diamond 
hunter Cecil Rhodes, General 
Gordon of Khartoum, nursing pi¬ 
oneer Florence Nightingale, Boy 
Scouts founder Lord Baden-Pow- 
ell - they all sought to perpetuate 
dormitory life on savannah, 
desert, or the high seas. ▼

Backward Christian 
soldiers 

On Sunday, October 13, the 
Washington Post ran “Dole’s Lost 
Army of Christian Soldiers,” a 
commentary by Martin Mawyer, 
President and founder of the 
Christian Action Network 
(CAN), criticizing Bob Dole lack 
of “strong commitment to fami¬ 


ly values ” and saying “little or 
nothing” about gay and lesbian 
issues. 

About education issues, 
Mawyer says, “Bob Dole seems 
not to have noticed that our 
schools have begun to teach our 
children that homosexuality is 
normal, natural, and healthy.” He 
goes on to criticize recognition of 
gay and lesbian federal employ¬ 
ees, citing the Transportation 
Department’s celebration of Gay 
Pride Day and Commerce Secre¬ 
tary Mickey Cantor’s acknowl¬ 
edgment of gay, lesbian, bisexual 
awareness month in a memo. 

Mawyer questions whether or 
not a Dole administration would 
“stop such practices,” and makes 
sweeping statement about gays 
contributing to “moral decline” 
with a “gay rights agenda in vir¬ 
tually every Washington agency.” 

Mawyer, whose organization 
produced anti-gay political ads 
during the 1992 presidential 
campaign, uses rhetoric 
and untruths to pro¬ 
mote his own agenda. 

His hate-filled lan¬ 
guage only fuels mis¬ 
understandings about 
the rights of lesbians, 
gay men, bisexuals 
and transgender peo¬ 
ple. 

While a variety of opinion is 
an important component of the 
“Outlook” section of the Wash¬ 
ington Post, voices of bigotry 
should not go unanswered. Re¬ 
mind them that the inclusion of 
gay and lesbian voices to coun¬ 
terpoint commentaries like 
Mawyer’s is necessary.

Associated Press gives 
homophobe Dornan 
special rights 

In an October 14 Associated 
Press news article entitled “Rep. 
Dornan in Danger of Losing 
GOP Seat,” Scott Lindlaw, the au¬ 
thor of the article, made clear his 
anti-gay bias by using the reli¬ 
gious radical buzzphrase “special 
rights” in lieu of the non-bigoted 
and accurate “equal rights” when 
referring to protections for les¬ 
bians and gay men. 

As he describes the differences 
between Southern Californian 
incumbent Representative Bob 
Dornan (R) and his Democratic 
challenger Loretta Sanchez, he 
wrote, “Dornan and Sanchez dis¬ 
agree on virtually all the issues. 
He is zealously anti-abortion; she 
favors abortion rights. ...He op¬ 
poses special rights for gays; she 
favors them.” 

The use of the politically 
charged phrase “special rights” in 
this context is both wholly offen¬ 
sive and totally inaccurate. By 
choosing the term, Lindlaw edi¬ 
torializes, claiming that provid¬ 
ing laws preventing employers 
and others from discriminating 
against people on the basis of 
their sexual orientation is some¬ 
how “special” treatment. The 
term “special rights” is an inven¬ 
tion of anti-gay religious radicals 
to cloud the otherwise self-evi¬ 
dent truth that everyone, includ¬ 
ing lesbians and gay men, should 
be given the same opportunities 


to fully participate in our society 
without fear of discrimination 
on the basis of race, religion, dis¬ 
ability, gender or sexuality. To use 
the term in a political speech is 
shameful; to use it in a suppos¬ 
edly “objective” news article is in¬ 
excusable. 

Write the Associated Press 
and let them know that reporter 
Scott Lindlaw’s singling out les¬ 
bians and gay men for “special” 
discrimination is ignorant, un¬ 
ethical and unforgivable.

Gay men on the Bus 

Get on the Bus, the new Spike 
Lee film about 20 African-Amer¬ 
ican men who charter a bus to go 
to the Million Man March, 
includes two gay characters 
who are portrayed re¬ 
alistically and with 
dignity. 

The movie starts 
with one of the gay 
men, Randall, con¬ 
fronting the other 
(Kyle) about why he 
wants to end their re¬ 
lationship. When Kyle 
moves to a different 
seat, Randall asks him across the 
bus if he doesn’t love him any¬ 
more because he’s afraid to come 
out, effectively outing them to 
the rest of the bus. A litany of ho¬ 
mophobic remarks follow, 
though several of the other peo¬ 
ple recognize that the homopho¬ 
bia is the problem, not the two 
gay men. 

Throughout the movie there 
are several dialogues about gay 
identity, differing attitudes to¬ 
wards women and homophobia. 
Kyle becomes gradually more as¬ 
sertive about being gay through¬ 
out the film, and after a series of 
confrontations, comes out victo¬ 
rious in a fistfight with Skip, the 
loudest homophobe. 

More importantly, through 
resolving his own issues, he 
comes to a healthy closure with 
Randall, saying, “I am as gay as 
the night is long, but I also know 
I don’t want to be your lover any¬ 
more. I want to be your friend.” 
He and Randall hold hands, and 
Kyle kisses his hands in an affec¬ 
tionate moment. 

Please let Columbia Pictures 
know that this more gay-inclu¬ 
sive and gay-positive Spike Lee 
film shows the true diversity 
within the African-American 
community, and brings an even 
more profound message to the 
film.

: ' $ he National Coalition of 
Anti-Violence Programs re- 

ill leased statistics on lesbian 
and gay domestic violence Tues¬ 
day, October 22, and the news 
isn’t great. 

Based on studies conducted in 
1995,25 to 33 percent of same sex 
couples experienced domestic vi¬ 
olence. “When people think of vi¬ 
olence against us, they think of 
anti-gay hate crimes,” said Bea 
Hanson of New York City’s Anti- 
Violence Project. “The unac¬ 
knowledged truth is that we are 
more likely to be injured by a 
lover than a stranger.” 

Of 1,566 reported cases, the 
most incidents were documented 
in New York City (454), followed 
by San Francisco (347), San 
Diego (330), Minneapolis (243), 
Chicago (129), and Columbus 
(63). The basis for using these 
cities was that each has a NCAVP 
member organization. With less 
than one percent of the nation’s 
population residing in areas that 
are served by queer anti-violence 
groups, they estimated even more 
incidents in other areas which 
went unreported. 

“This is the first attempt ever 
to document incidents of same- 
sex battering nationally,” said Jerri 
Lynn Fields of Horizons’ Anti-Vi¬ 
olence Project in Chicago. “We 
know the actual magnitude of the 
problem is much greater, since 
most domestic violence in our 
communities goes unreported.” 

Several of these participating 
anti-violence groups have already 
begun to develop domestic vio¬ 
lence services for LGBT clients. 
Constance Potter of the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Action 
Council in Minneapolis said, 
“The time has come for us to con¬ 
front domestic violence as brave¬ 
ly as we have hate violence.” 

Bay Area statistics 

On a local level, Community 
United Against Violence, which 
documented 347 cases of domes¬ 
tic violence in 1995, also worked 
with the Asian Women’s Shelter, 
the San Francisco Network for 
Battered Lesbian and Bisexual 
Women, and WOMAN, Inc. 

According to information re¬ 
leased by CUAV, violence knows 
no gender. Domestic violence ad¬ 
vocates contend that partner 
abuse matches heterosexual cou¬ 
ples in its forms, frequency, and 
severity. 

“The only significant differ¬ 
ence is that we are less likely to 
find appropriate assistance and 
are more likely to encounter insti¬ 
tutionalized homophobia,” said 
Cristy Chung, spokesperson for 
the Asian Women’s Shelter. Chung 
is also a survivor of lesbian bat¬ 
tering. 

Unfortunately, Chung is one of 
few people willing to come out 
about her experience, let alone re¬ 
port it. So many people are afraid 
of retribution from their partners, 
and hostility from police and 
other agencies. Their fears may be 
justified. 

“Very few cases have entered 
the criminal justice system,” ad¬ 
mitted Susan Breall, Managing 
Attorney for the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Unit. 

Lesbian police officer Dolly 
Casazza, who works in the Do¬ 


mestic Violence Investigations 
Unit, concurs. “I think there is sig¬ 
nificant under-reporting, because 
in addition to the obvious embar¬ 
rassment, you have to come out to 
the police.” With helpful officers 


like Casazza, hopefully, though, 
things may change. 

Changes at Hallman’s 

Among the changes are those 
instituted by District Attorney 
Terrence Hallinan’s office. The 
D.A.’s office is hiring a Victim Ad¬ 
vocate who will work specifically 
with same-sex domestic violence 
victims. Police officers are being 
further trained in detecting and 


responding to these issues, and 
posters and brochures with a 
queer focus are in the works. 

One successful example of the 
criminal justice system working is 
in the case of David Carter, who 


alleges that he ended his relation¬ 
ship of over a year with Hunter 
Lee Mills after Mills struck him in 
the face while he was driving, 
nearly causing him to crash the 
vehicle. Following the break-up, 
Carter said that Mills stalked him, 
vandalized his property, made 
threatening phone calls, and phys¬ 
ically assaulted him. 

Mills was arrested, pled guilty 
to one of the 12 felonies with 


which he was charged, and was 
sentenced to six months in Coun¬ 
ty Jail plus one year in a residen¬ 
tial treatment facility and three 
years probation. 

“While it is often believed the 


| judicial system is rife with dys¬ 
function, it served me well in this 
situation,” Mills said gratefully. 
“The advocacy services I received 
from CUAV helped to grease the 
wheels of justice.” ▼

HIV Council faces 
$4-5 million less for 
1997-98 CARE funding 


Prioritization process to start next month

T he Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council re¬ 
viewed current funding 
amounts at their meeting Mon¬ 
day, October 21 as part of their 
preparation for the upcoming pri¬ 
oritization process, when the 
council will determine funding 
for AIDS services but will have be¬ 
tween four and five million dol¬ 
lars less to work with. 

Next month the council will 
begin prioritizing an estimated 
$33 million in federal Ryan White 
CARE funds for 1997-98. The 
budget for 1996-97 CARE funds 
was $37,444,553. The money was 
allocated in 17 different service 
categories by the council last year. 
An additional two categories 
funded San Mateo and Marin 
counties, which along with San 
Francisco make up the eligible 
metropolitan area (EMA). 

At the meeting, some council 
members expressed their 
thoughts on the decrease in funds 
and said they needed more specif¬ 
ic information about what ser¬ 
vices were provided in the gener¬ 
al service categories. 

“I don’t have enough under¬ 
standing of what’s in these cate¬ 
gories,” said council member 
William Carter. “We need to look 
for overlap and integration and 
try to get out of ‘cut or not cut 
[services].”’ 

The service categories as they 
were prioritized last year include: 
ambulatory/outpatient medical 
care, housing, food, mental 
health/counseling, substance 
abuse, home healthcare, residen¬ 
tial hospice care, dental, case 
management, day or respite care, 
buddy/companion, transporta¬ 
tion, systemwide, client advocacy, 
rehabilitation, adoption/foster 
care, and translation. 

Within each of those cate¬ 
gories are various sub-categories 
that list examples of services. 

“My frustration last year was 
not having detail,” said council 
member Tom Calvanese, “and if 
we’re going to shave and cut off 
the pie, we’d better know what 
we’re cutting.” 

Dr. Gene Copello, chief of 
health services and prevention for 
the AIDS Office, explained that 
the client satisfaction and needs 
assessment survey will be distrib-

uted at the October 28 council 
meeting, and that will also aid the 
council in its prioritization 
process. Additionally, new and 
emerging medical therapies will 
also be discussed. 

Two decisions 

Mary Jane Wood, who serves 
as San Mateo County’s represen¬ 
tative on the council and who has 
been on the council since it was 
formed in 1990, told the group 
that there are two other decisions 
the council has historically made 
regarding funding prioritization. 

“Two decisions we’ve made in 
the past have been the percentage 
of money going to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, and that’s 
usually in the area of primary 
medical care, and the other deci¬ 
sion is the percentage of money 
that goes to minority-based orga¬ 
nizations,” Wood said. “Those 
have been decisions we’ve made 
historically, and we need to see if 
we’re going to live by that.” 

During the planning process 
for prioritization that began in 
August, Copello told the council 
members they are being presented 
with a major opportunity to re¬ 
assess the system of care, where to 


place emphasis along the continu¬ 
um of care, and the definition of 
core services to be funded in the 
three-county EMA. 

Additionally, Copello has 
pointed out that new medical 
therapies must be taken into ac¬ 
count by the council as it plans for 
the year ahead and beyond. The 
implications for service delivery 
of a growing population of 
longer-term survivors cannot be 
underestimated, he said, although 
he added the issue needs to be ad¬ 
dressed cautiously as there is 
much that is not known about 
new therapies. 

Also at Monday’s meeting, the 
council heard about the needs of 
people who are dually and triply 
diagnosed, such as those who 
have HIV/AIDS along with sub¬ 
stance abuse or mental health di¬ 
agnoses. 

David Bangsberg, with the 
Center for AIDS Prevention and 
San Francisco General Hospital 
(SFGH), has been studying AIDS 
and the homeless. He talked about 
the difficult questions that arise 
when dealing with this popula¬ 
tion. As an example, he discussed 
protease inhibitors and how to get 
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Mayor appoints new

The Mayor’s HIV Health Services Planning Council has seven new 
members who were appointed by Mayor Willie Brown on Septem¬ 
ber 30. The majority of the 35-member council which prioritizes 
spending of Ryan White Care funds in San Francisco, San Mateo, 
and Marin counties, was retained by the mayor, who last month re¬ 
quested all members reapply for their positions. 

Dean Goodwin, Brown’s liaison to the gay community, also 
pointed out the council has its first transgender person, Marianna 
Balquiedra. She was recently hired as the executive director of the 
Filipino Task Force on AIDS (FTFA). 

Other new council members are: Alissa Riker, of the Center on 
Juvenile and Criminal Justice; Dr. Virginia Cafaro, of the Conant 
Medical Group; Bart Casimir, the HIV program administrator for 
the clinic operated by the American College of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine; Mark Serpas, who along with Casimir represents people 
living with HIV/AIDS on the council; and Diane Jones, the former 
head nurse of Ward 5A, the original AIDS ward at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

Carol Gong was also named to the council. She represents a 
mandated seat for MediCal. 

Membeis not reappointed to the council were: Linford Gayle, 
Bill Hershon, Dr. Gifford Leoung, and Bob Nelson. 

Planning council members are mandated to represent many 
areas, including individuals with HIV/AIDS, healthcare providers, 
community-based organizations serving affected populations, 
mental health and substance abuse providers, the incarcerated, the 
homeless, the physically disabled, housing, and local public health 
agencies. 

The council is expected to begin prioritizing spending next 
month for 1997-98, as the new council members are still learning 
the ropes. Until then, the council will hear about current services it 
funds, client satisfaction with services, and the results of a needs 
assessment study. 

Co-chairs of the planning council have asked more experienced 
members to serve as mentors to the new appointees as they learn 
the role of the planning council and its responsibility in setting 
spending priorities. ▼

& he recent release of statistics 
by the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH) showing an alarming rise 
in the use of methamphetamine, 
cocaine, and other stimulants, 
particularly affecting young gay 
men and women with children, 
has led Supervisor Susan Leal to 
call for the city to provide sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment on de¬ 
mand and fully fund the program 
in the 1997-98 fiscal year. 

At the board’s October 15 
meeting, Leal introduced a reso¬ 
lution endorsing the goal of sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment on de¬ 
mand for indigent persons, and 
has directed the DPH to work out 
funding for the program in the 
next budget, which would be for 
the 1997-98 fiscal year. 

The resolution and its imple¬ 
mentation will be discussed at a 
hearing of the board’s Health, 
Public Safety, and Environment 
Committee on Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 7, Leal said. 

“If you have a problem with 
drugs or alcohol and you ask the 
city for help, you shouldn’t have 
to wait 90 days or more,” Leal said. 

Drug, HIV link 

San Francisco has seen a recent 
rise in the level of methampheta¬ 
mine abuse in young gay men, a 
trend that alarms AIDS profes¬ 
sionals because of the close link 
between drug abuse and HIV 
transmission, Leal noted. 

Additionally, alcohol and 
heroin abuse continue to be a se¬ 
rious health problem in the city, 
disproportionately affecting lower 
income individuals, women, and 
people of color, the supervisor 
stated. 

The current level of substance 
abuse treatment services in the 
city is insufficient to meet the de¬ 
mand, requiring drug abusers 
who are seeking assistance to wait 
weeks and sometimes months for 
an appropriate treatment place¬ 
ment, according to Leal. 

“If we want to have an impact 
on homelessness, if we want to re¬ 


duce crime and our jail popula¬ 
tion, if we want to get women off 
drugs and get children out of fos¬ 
ter care, then we will make a real 
commitment to substance abuse 
treatment by providing for treat¬ 
ment on demand,” Leal said. 

In addition to concerns about 
substance abuse among young gay 
men, Leal said that pregnant 
women and their unborn children 
are also particularly susceptible to 
abuse problems. 

Leal acknowledged that pro¬ 
viding treatment on demand for 
substance abusers will be expen¬ 
sive, and could cost as much as 
$15 to $20 million a year to in¬ 
crease treatment capacity in vari¬ 
ous programs. At next month’s 
hearing, Leal wants specific an¬ 
swers from DPH regarding how 
much it will cost, and not gener¬ 
alizations. 

Referrals ...to nowhere 

Through the federally funded 
“target cities,” San Francisco has 
developed a sophisticated system 
for drug treatment referrals and 
coordinated case management. 
Unfortunately, Leal stated in the 
resolution, the city lacks sufficient 
funds to achieve treatment capac¬ 
ity and provide substance abuse 
treatment on demand for indi¬ 
gent San Francisco residents. 

As a result, many city and 
county departments are forced to 
deal with problems associated 
with substance abuse. Drug and 
alcohol abuse have a significant 
impact on the Department of So¬ 
cial Services, the police and sher¬ 
iff’s departments, the court sys¬ 
tem, and the public health system. 

According to figures released 
by the DPH, San Francisco has the 
highest ratio of drug-related 
emergency room visits, compared 
to any other major U.S. metropol¬ 
itan area. 

Leal said the effects of drug 
and alcohol abuse in the city cost 
taxpayers in many different ways 
because of the wide range of ser¬ 
vices that are affected. For exam¬ 
ple, DPH figures from 1992 show 
that nearly five infants everyday, 
or 11 percent of all births, were 
born exposed to alcohol or drugs. 


Every three days a newborn en¬ 
tered foster care directly from a 
nursery due to untreated drug use 
of their mothers. 

Since there is no treatment on 
demand program now, substance 
abusing mothers are at an espe¬ 
cially high risk of losing their chil¬ 
dren in the dependency system 
when they are forced to wait for 
substance abuse treatment. This 
usually results in children being 
placed with a non-parent. 

Other DPH statistics are 
equally alarming, Leal said. Ap¬ 
proximately 80 percent of the 
city’s homeless population lives 
with substance abuse problems, 
and in 1995, 44 percent of all 
homeless deaths were directly re¬ 
lated to drugs or alcohol. 

In 1994-95, 41 percent of all 
firearm-related deaths in the city 
involved substance abuse. In 1994, 
drugs were the leading reason for 
juvenile arrests, accounting for 14 
percent of all juvenile crime. 

DPH figures also show that 70 
percent of people incarcerated in 
San Francisco are there for sub¬ 
stance abuse-related crimes. 
About half of all reported domes¬ 
tic violence cases in the city in¬ 
volved drugs or alcohol. ▼

Momentum builds for gay 
Alameda city council candidate 


Alves campaign to host reception Friday

group. Alves was one of the origi¬ 
nal members of OOTI’s executive 
board. In August he resigned that 
position in order not to have any 
perceived conflicts in his cam¬ 
paign for city council. 

Alves is one of ten candidates 
vying for three seats on the coun¬ 
cil. Incumbent Al DeWitt is seek¬ 
ing reelection, Lil Arnerich cannot 
run again because of term limits, 
and Charles Mannix resigned. 
The candidate receiving the third 
highest number of votes will fill 
Mannix’s unexpired term, said a 
spokeswoman for the Alameda 
City Clerk’s office. 

At its endorsement meeting on 
October 14, OOTI members 
voted to endorse Alves and three 
other council candidates, two of 
whom, Harry Hartman and Tony 
Daysog, are also OOTI members, 
although they are straight. The 
other candidate who received 
OOTI’s endorsement is John 
Abrate. 

Issues, not orientation 

Francis Rush, who is working 
on Alves’s campaign, said that 
when Alves talks with voters 
around the city, they don’t ask 
him about his sexual orientation, 
but are instead interested in his 
stands on issues such as the base 
conversion of the Alameda Naval 
Air Station, concerns about the 
expansion of the Oakland Inter¬ 
national Airport, and the city’s 
need for a new library. 

“I’m delighted at how friendly 
and interested the voters are in my 
candidacy, whatever their party 
affiliation,” Alves said. 

He has, received a broad range 
of support from straight officials, 
including endorsements from 
Alameda County Supervisor 
Wilma Chan, former Supervisor 
Don Perata, City Council member 
Karin Lucas, and Library 2000, 
the group dedicated to construc¬ 
tion of a new library in Alameda. 
Lucas, who appointed Alves as her 
alternate on the Alameda Reuse 
and Redevelopment Authority 
(ARRA), was one of the first peo¬ 
ple to encourage him to run for 
city council. 

What this support says to him 
is that homophobic letters to local 
newspapers, and comments made 
at past council meetings regarding 
the proclamation issue are not at 
all representative of the commu¬ 
nity as a whole. 

Alves said he’s running as a 
candidate representing all 
Alamedans. However, he added 
he’s unequivocal in his support of 
the city’s gay/lesbian proclama¬ 
tion, and advocates civil rights for 


all, including domestic partner 
benefits and same-sex marriages. 
His positions on those issues have 
not resulted in hostility from the 
Alameda electorate, Rush noted. 

Naval meditations 

Future development of the 
naval base is a major issue in the 
city council race. Alves said he ini¬ 
tially bothered people on the Base 
Reuse Advisory Group (BRAG), a 
citizens panel, when he spoke of 
his plan for a promenade along 
the inner harbor with a grand 
hotel and convention center. The 
area could be developed into a re¬ 
gional attraction with shops, wa¬ 
terfront parks, and restaurants, all 
with stunning views of San Fran¬ 
cisco and the Bay, Alves explained. 
Most importantly, the ARRA 
must market this idea to develop¬ 
ers and show them Alameda 
wants them there, he said. 

Alves has been employed in 
real estate development and man¬ 
agement since 1979 and currently 
works for Urban Pacific Proper¬ 
ties in San Francisco. 

As a result of concerns ex¬ 
pressed to Alves by Alameda vot¬ 
ers, his campaign is conducting a 
poll for residents to air their opin¬ 
ions on the proposed expansion 
of the Oakland Airport. Rush said 
campaign volunteers have already 
started delivering an “Airport Ex¬ 
pansion Questionnaire” to voters. 
Campaign workers hope to have 
results of the informal poll com¬ 
piled by October 31. Port of Oak¬ 
land officials have also indicated 
they’re interested in the poll re¬ 
sults, which Alves said he’ll make 
public. 

“I know that many Alamedans 
who care about this issue may not 
get a chance to attend these fo¬ 
rums, which is why I wanted to 
offer the voters a convenient way 
to let the Port officials know what 
they think,” Alves said. 

The effect of the broad sup¬ 
port shown for Alves has led to a 
feeling of “unstoppable momen¬ 
tum” among the large and diverse 
base of campaign volunteers, 
Rush said. Sustaining this mo¬ 
mentum, as well as raising money 
for Alves’s campaign, is the goal of 
Friday’s reception. ▼

Alves is 
having a “Champaign Reception” 
this Friday, October 25 in Alame¬ 
da, and invites supporters and 
others interested in his campaign 
to attend. 

That Alves is even running for 
city council is seen by some 
Alamedans as a turnaround that’s 
taken place in the city, which in 
1995 refused to approve a procla¬ 
mation designating June as Gay 
Pride Month. This year, the coun¬ 
cil adopted a resolution in sup¬ 
port of Mayor Ralph Appezzato’s 
proclamation recognizing the 
city’s gay and lesbian community. 

Angry and frustrated after the 
city council’s rejection of the res¬ 
olution in 1995, several gays and 
lesbians joined to form Out on 
the Island (OOTI), a gay rights

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Star of India comes to 
Milpitas with AIDS message

i| hile the XI International 
WFm Conference on AIDS 
i brought encouraging 
news about advances in drugs, the 
facts coming out of India were 
chilling. Dr. Peter Piot of the Joint 
United Nations Program on 
HIV/AIDS had just estimated that 
with 3 million infected people, 
India had emerged as the country 
with the largest number of HIV 
infections. The India Health Or¬ 


ganization warned that we Could 
be looking at apocalyptic figures 
like a death toll of 6,000-12,500 a 
day in four years. 

This in a country where even a 
few years ago the health minister 
was claiming that there was no 
AIDS problem because Indians 
have different moral standards. It 
is this kind of abysmal ignorance 
that activists are trying desperate¬ 
ly to dispel, and now they have the 
help of India’s most acclaimed ac¬ 
tress, Shabana Azmi. 

Azmi, an internationally 


renowned award-winning actress 
who is best known to western au¬ 
diences for her roles in Madame 
Souzatska and City of Joy, just 
completed a whirlwind tour 
through the United States raising 
funds for HIV/AIDS awareness in 
India under the aegis of the 
American Federation of Muslims 
from India. 

Azmi told an audience in Mil¬ 
pitas on Friday, October 18 that 
the standard stock response of the 
government has been denial. She 
accused the government of a lack¬ 
adaisical approach to AIDS be¬ 
cause “AIDS doesn’t bring votes.” 

Because of ignorance, she al¬ 
leged, people with AIDS “have 
been tied up in chains and thrown 
into dungeons like they used to 
with leprosy patients.” She recol¬ 
lected that after making a three- 
minute public service film that 
showed her hugging a young girl 
with AIDS, people asked her if she 
wasn’t afraid to touch the girl. 
Now Azmi said many more film 
stars are making awareness films 
like that to educate the public. 

She said it was pointless to 
treat AIDS in isolation. For exam¬ 
ple, just giving condoms to com¬ 
mercial sex workers did not 
achieve anything because “these 
women are not in control of their 
own lives. 

“Their lives are being con¬ 
trolled by the madams of the 
brothel and the pimps who will 


not give them these condoms be¬ 
cause clients will prefer to go to 
somebody who does not insist on 
condoms, not realizing thereby 
that they are giving the infection 
to the sex worker who gives it to 
many other men who go back to 
the villages and give it to their 
wives, and the cycle goes on and 
on.” 

So Azmi feels the answer is a 
massive AIDS awareness cam¬ 
paign that confronts a lot of tra¬ 
ditional taboos and social mores 
head-on. She claimed that now 
Indians are talking about safe sex 
in school, much to the horror of 
many conservatives. But Azmi 
praised the efforts of non-govern¬ 
mental organizations that have 
mobilized public opinion into 
talking about these issues. 

But awareness campaigns need 
money, and the need was growing 
more desperate every day because

time was running out. 

“The word in Chinese for crisis 
is also the word for opportunity,” 
Azmi said in Milpitas. “We should 
turn this crisis into an opportuni¬ 
ty to make a commitment to show 
that we care. Please get involved 
with your time. Please get in¬ 
volved with your energy. Please 
get involved with your money. 

“Do so now” ▼ 


State planning group

111 hen the City of Belmont opened its Belmont House hospice 
vW for low-income people with AIDS in August of 1995, it was 
W W the culmination of an unprecedented marriage of private 
work and public moneys, all being used in harmony to great effect. 

A public-private partnership of the Belmont Redevelopment 
Agency, San Mateo County; Mercy Charities Housing of California; 
and Catholic Charities, the hospice was literally built with com¬ 
munity support. Donations ranging from landscaping to artwork, 
furnishings, and household items came from over 50 individuals 
and organizations - as well as time and money. 

It seems Belmont residents and Belmont House residents aren’t 
the only ones who are impressed with the hospice. The California 
Chapter of the American Planning Association {CCAPA) gave the 
facility an award for outstanding community planning at CCAPA’s 
annual conference in Palm Springs this month.

want to help pass out the treats can 
wear costumes, just as they did 
when Mahoney ran the event, she 
added.

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Hookers’ Ball ’96:

M alloween is almost here 
again, heralding that time 
of year when the city 
crawls with fiendish freaks and 
hell-bent hedonists and the Bay 
Area gets its ya-yas out in the 
grandest of styles. It’s also time for 
the 1996 edition of the (usually) 
annual Hookers’ Ball, presented 
by supervisoral candidate Margo 
St. James, to return to San Fran¬ 
cisco this Saturday, October 26. 

As in past years, the event ben¬ 
efits Call Off Your Old Tired 
Ethics (COYOTE), a sex workers’ 
organization St. James founded in 
the 1970s. 

“I started the Hookers’ Ball in 
1974, and it grew to 20,000 peo¬ 
ple,” St. James told the B.A.R. “That 
was too big, so we’re keeping it to 
between 2,500 and 3,000 people.” 

“Sensible Salaciousness” is the 
theme for this year’s event, for 
which organizers promise a maze 
of erotic high jinks and old-time 
romantic debauchery throughout 
Maritime Hall, located at 450 
Harrison Street. 

The big ball will get rolling at 
8:30 p.m., preceded by a 7 p.m. 
VIP party. The main show in the 
auditorium will feature the 
swamp beat boogie sounds of the 
Sun Dogs; blues diva Candye 
Kane; exotic fire dancers Crimson 
Rose and Will Roger of “Burning 
Man”; the infamous Ethel Mer¬ 
man Memorial Choir; a fetish 
fashion show; a costume contest; 
and an amateur strip contest. 

There’s plenty of other enter¬ 
tainment planned for the event.

voyeurs looking through the glass. 

St. James has been an offbeat 
fixture on the local scene for many 
years and was a renowned figure 
during North Beach’s beat heyday.

eyes had a “vacant, hollow look,” 
which he knew was a tell-tale sign 
the gay psychiatrist was high on 
speed. 

“He looked like a raccoon. I’d 
seen that before when he was 
under the influence of speed. He 
looked frazzled, as if he’d been up 
all night,” Mondelli said. 

‘I asked why’ 

Mondelli told the court Free¬ 
man surprised him by saying 
Mondelli looked tired, and asking 
if he wanted a massage. 

Although Mondelli testified 
that he and the psychiatrist had 
been having a sexual relationship 
and sharing drugs on forged and 
illegal prescriptions for several 
months, the offer of a massage 
from Freeman “was a first.” 

“He told me to take off my 
clothes and I did that. I took 
everything off, and he took every¬ 
thing off except for his underwear 
and socks,” Mondelli testified. 

“He told me to lie down on the 
air mattress. He took my arms 
and spread them out to the side. 
He sat on the small of my back 
and gave me a cursory massage on 
my shoulders.” 

Mondelli, who assumed that 
the massage might be a prelude to 
a sexual encounter, heard the rus¬ 
tle of a paper bag and told the 
court that “he looked over to his 
right shoulder” - to see Freeman’s 
hands clasping a hand ax high 
above his head. 

“He brought the ax down on 
the back of my head,” a tearful 
Mondelli said. 

Although the force of the blow 
cut the back of his head and 
knocked him almost senseless, 
Mondelli said he briefly managed 
to get free. 

“I pushed him off of me and 
held the back of my head. I could 
feel the blood just running down 
my back. I asked why,” Mondelli 
said. 

‘Again and again’ 

Mondelli then testified that 
Freeman put the ax down, 
reached into his coat, and pulled 
out a hunting knife he had bought 
at the Russian River during a trip 
with Mondelli. 

“He took it and he held it up - 
like it was a commercial - to the 
side of his face. And then he 
smiled at me like, ‘Remember 
this?’ He started to get up and 


come towards me, and held the 
knife in his fist over his head, and 
he stabbed me and he did it again 
and again and again,” Mondelli 
cried. 

Mondelli told the court that he 
screamed for someone to call 911, 
and that Freeman was trying to 
kill him - but that Freeman kept 
stabbing him and trying to push 
him into the bathroom, and that 
he kept slipping from the blood as 
he was trying to get away. 

At one point during the attack, 
Mondelli testified that when he 
was near the front door of the 
studio, “a man with gray hair” 


knocked. 

“I noticed that I was naked for 
the first time, and completely red 
from head to toe. He said,‘Oh God, 
are you all right?’ I said,‘Please call 
911,’” Mondelli testified. 

But, before he could flee, Free¬ 
man slammed the door shut, 
locked it, and hit Mondelli in the 
chest with such force that he fell 
to the ground near a telephone - 
which Freeman then ripped out 
of the wall. 

“I got to my feet again but fell 
backwards. I fell into an open box 
and I couldn’t move,” Mondelli 
said. 

Freeman took a minute to 
calm himself and then sat down 
in front of Mondelli, who was 


trapped in the cardboard box. 

‘You’re ruining me’ 

In harrowing testimony, Mon¬ 
delli said that Freeman then moved 
close to him and calmly sat down 
as if to briefly rest and collect him¬ 
self, but only for a moment. 

“He started to stab me in the 
side again and again,” Mondelli 
said. “Then he started sticking the 
knife in the other side. I tried to 
get up out of the box, but he 
stabbed my leg,” Mondelli said. 

The painful stabs were of such 
intensity that Freeman made feral, 
grunting sounds as he jabbed the 


knife into his flesh, Mondelli tes¬ 
tified. Freeman also yelled, “You’re 
ruining me, you’re ruining me,” as 
he stabbed. 

Mondelli said he finally man¬ 
aged to grab hold of the knife in 
Freeman’s hands, and that Free¬ 
man only let go of it when police 
broke the door to the apartment 
open and entered the room 

“I was not going to let go. I 
thought that if he stabbed me 
again. I’m going to die,” he said. 

Mondelli was holding onto the 
knife when police arrived, and 
said that he was ordered to drop 
his weapon by police who did not 
fully comprehend the situation. 

Although Freeman was initial¬ 
ly arrested, he was quickly released 
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because he claimed self-defense, 
and Mondelli, who initially was 
expected to die, was not able to 
communicate with investigators. 

After Mondelli regained con¬ 
sciousness and told investigators 
what had happened, Freeman was 
re-booked on attempted murder 
and felony prescription charges. 

Freeman’s bail was set at 
$75,000 following his 1995 sur¬ 
render, a sum that Municipal 
Court Judge Donna Little said was 
“too low,” but declined to raise be- 


that Freeman had terminated 
Mondelli’s treatment with his 
out-patient physician. 

“He said that he believed that 
gay men couldn’t really have a 
woman for a psychiatrist, there 
was too much to explain. He 
called her and terminated my vis¬ 
its with her,” he said. 

After allegedly replacing Mon¬ 
delli’s psychiatrist with himself, 
Freeman reportedly arranged for 
Mondelli, who had been placed in 
a short-term mental health treat-

After the July 1994 attack, 
Mondelli was taken to San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital, where he 
was unconscious and on life sup¬ 
port systems for two and a half 
months after the attack. He was 
later transferred to another facili¬ 
ty, where he spent approximately 
a month and a half. 

Mondelli suffered permanent 
injuries from Freeman’s attack, 
including loss of peripheral vision 
to his left eye, from the hand ax 
blow to his head; hernias, as a re¬ 
sult of emergency surgery; and 
has had extensive plastic surgery 
on the 21 ax and knife wounds. 

Calling Dr. Norman Bates 

During his first harrowing tes¬ 
timony about the July 25,1994 at¬ 
tack by Freeman that nearly killed 
him, Mondelli told the court that 
he first met Freeman while he was 
an in-patient psychiatric patient 
at San Francisco General Hospital 
in February 1994. 

“My life was on a definite 
downward swing. I was depressed. 
I’d lost my job and my apartment. 
I had lost my place to live. I didn’t 
have enough money,” Mondelli 
said. 

Mondelli was also battling a 
long-term methamphetamine 
drug abuse problem. He was 
being treated by a psychiatrist, but 
didn’t feel he could reach her in 
an acute psychiatric emergency, so 
he called a suicide prevention hot¬ 
line and was referred to San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital for imme¬ 
diate assistance. 

“I was depressed. I didn’t know 
then that depression was an ill¬ 
ness,” he said. 

Under direct examination by 
Assistant District Attorney Chuck 
Haines, Mondelli testified that 
Freeman was his main psychia¬ 
trist during his nearly two-week 
stay on the in-patient unit, and 


“They were at his house at 
first, but then Dean told me that 
his live-in lover objected to my 
presence,” Mondelli said. He also 
testified that Freeman later said - 
without explanation - that San 
Francisco General Hospital wasn’t 
an appropriate place for the ses¬ 
sions, either. After that, he said, 
they met a few times in South of 
Market and Castro Street restau¬ 
rants, and once at the Badlands, a 
well-known Castro Street bar. 

Mondelli also testified that the 
pair once met at Grand Central 
Hot Tubs, a Market Street spa, at 
Freeman’s suggestion, and that 
while they were in the private 
room Freeman initiated sexual 
contact. 

After having sex with Freeman, 
Mondelli said he understood that 
the relationship between them 
had “clearly changed” into some¬ 
thing more than psychiatrist and 
patient, and they began having 
sexual relations on a “continual 
and regular basis.” 

It is a misdemeanor in Califor¬ 
nia for a physician to have a sexu¬ 
al relationship with a patient in 
California, and a physician con¬ 
victed of such crimes can face the 
revocation of his or her license. 

Sexual abuse experts also say 
that such psychiatrist-patient re¬ 
lationships are a serious abuse of 
power because of the emotional 
vulnerability of a patient. 

Dr. Dean & Mr. De Lucca 

Shortly after Freeman initiated 
the sex acts at the hot tubs, Mon¬ 
delli testified, he was invited to go 
on an April 1994 trip to the Russ¬ 
ian River with him. 

The sex and the invitation 
were followed with a professional 
prescription by Freeman for a 
powerful anti-anxiety drug called 
Lorazepam, also known as Ativan. 

“The agreement was that Dean 
would write a prescription and 
that I would split the medication 
with him,” Mondelli said. 


The couple went to “The 
Woods,” a Guerneville, California 
resort, but not until Freeman gave 
him additional money to pur¬ 
chase three-quarters of a gram of 
methamphetamine. 

“I snorted this, he injected it 
anally,” Mondelli testified. 

According to Mondelli’s testi¬ 
mony, Freeman constantly feared 
professional exposure over the 
sexual and substance abuse and 
insisted that it be kept “a secret,” 
despite Mondelli’s frequent reas¬ 
surances that the relationship was 
consensual. 

Mondelli testified that Free¬ 
man justified the legal and ethical 
violations by claiming that he and 
Mondelli were brilliant “super¬ 
men to whom those rules did not 
apply.” 

Mondelli also testified that 
Freeman justified the substance 
abuse and prescription frauds as a 
search for “the perfect legal form 
of speed.” 

But, Mondelli said, Freeman 
was also concerned about reper¬ 
cussions from state and federal 
oversight bodies. 

“He’d been writing me too 
many prescriptions, and didn’t 
want them to get too suspicious,” 
Mondelli said - so on one occa¬ 
sion, as the couple drove by a local 
market, they devised the name 
“Anthony De Lucca,” and Mon¬ 
delli eventually found a pharmacy 
that would fill the prescription for 
the generic Dexedrine. 

“We took that to three differ¬ 
ent drugstores until I found one 
that would fill it,” Mondelli said. 

When Mondelli moved from a 
Polk Street residential hotel to a 
studio apartment on Ivy Street, 
Freeman kept him in a steady 
supply of drugs - and sometimes 
cash. The drugs would cost about 
“$300 a shot, once or twice a 
week,” Mondelli testified. 

“Dean would pick me up and 
we’d stop at the ATM to pick up 
cash, and we would then drive to 
my drug dealer’s house,” he said. 

‘Drugs and cash advances’ 

Mondelli told the court that “a 
very upset and agitated” Freeman 
called him July 24, 1994, com¬ 
plaining about his American Ex¬ 
press credit card bill. The alleged 
assault happened the next day. 

“I pointed out to him that his 
expenses were higher and that 
he’d been spending more on 
drugs and cash advances,” Mon¬ 
delli said. 

He told the court that he told 
Freeman during the phone call 
that “it wasn’t like he had nothing 
to show for it.” 

Mondelli testified that Free¬ 
man bought him a television, a 
lamp, and some other incidental 
kitchen and household items to 
help furnish the small Ivy Street 
studio. 

In a brief cross examination by 
defense attorney Jim Collins, 
Mondelli acknowledged that 
Freeman had once had him invol¬ 
untarily committed to SFGH for 
causing a “disturbance” at Free¬ 
man’s house. 

Also testifying in the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing was Noelle Hol¬ 
loway, an investigator with the 
California Medical Board. Hol¬ 
loway testified that Freeman’s pre¬ 
scription abuses violated standard 
medical practice that prohibits 
prescribing stimulant drugs to 
someone with a substance abuse 
problem, and other laws govern¬ 
ing fraudulent prescribing of 
drugs. 

A civil case against Freeman, 
the City and County of San Fran¬ 
cisco, and the University of Cali¬ 
fornia was settled out of court for 
a confidential sum. 

If convicted of the charges, 
Freeman faces life imprison¬ 
ment. T

1 n the first such case to reach 
J the justices, the U.S. Supreme 

Court refused to review a 
challenge to the military’s “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” restrictions on ho¬ 
mosexuals Monday, October 21. 

However, the rejection, made 
without comment in a one-line 
order, does not preclude the 
Supreme Court from taking up 
the issue in any of the subsequent 
cases that are sure to follow. 

The case of former Navy Lieu¬ 
tenant Paul Thomasson was one 
of several moving through the 
federal courts around the country, 
but it drew considerable attention 
because it followed the landmark 
ruling over Colorado’s Amend¬ 
ment 2 last term, in which the jus¬ 
tices said government could not 
discriminate politically against 
gays and lesbians. 

The Navy officer unsuccessful¬ 
ly tried to pit that ruling against 
the Supreme Court’s long-stand¬ 
ing reluctance to interfere with 
the workings of the military. 

Roots 

The roots of the case are in the 
early days of the administration, 
when President Clinton, Senator 
Sam Nunn from the state of 
Georgia, and the Pentagon 
reached a compromise on the 
president’s stated aim of ending 
discrimination against homosex¬ 
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uals in the military. 

The compromise was codified 
in the National Defense Autho¬ 
rization Act in 1993 with the 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy. 

“Don’t ask” refers to a general 
ban against commanders asking a 
servicemember whether he or she 
is homosexual. “Don’t tell” refers 
to a general prohibition against 
someone telling fellow service- 
members or anyone else that he or 
she is gay. 

Under the act, homosexual 
orientation itself is not a bar to 
serving in uniform. However, a 
servicemember who says that he 
or she is homosexual can avoid 
discharge only if the servicemem¬ 
ber can show there is no “propen¬ 
sity” to commit a homosexual act. 

The law does not define 
“propensity,” but defines a homo¬ 
sexual act as any bodily contact 
between two members of the 
same gender for sexual purposes. 

A Defense Department direc¬ 
tive later defined “propensity” as 
the “likelihood” of engaging in 
homosexual acts. 

In March 1994, Thomasson 
delivered a letter to four Navy ad¬ 
mirals who had praised his ser¬ 
vice, “to inform them, as a state¬ 
ment of principle and personal 
integrity, that ‘I am gay,”’ Thomas- 


son’s lawyers told the Supreme 
Court in his petition. 

“Solely on the basis of this 
statement, and notwithstanding 
his exemplary record, the Navy 
commenced involuntary separa¬ 
tion proceedings against him, and 
on June 15, 1995, [Thomasson] 
was discharged from the service,” 
the petition said. 

In 1994, Thomasson filed suit 
in U.S. District Court in Alexan¬ 
dria, Virginia, asking a federal 
judge to block his pending dis¬ 
charge. The judge gave the De¬ 
fense Department a summary 
judgment June 8,1995, followed a 
week later by Thomasson’s ouster. 

Last April, the 4th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals affirmed the 
summary judgment on a 9-4 vote. 

Since then, however, the 
Supreme Court has issued its 
landmark decision in Romer v. 
Evans , striking down Colorado’s 
law against communities passing 
laws to protect the rights of gays, 
lesbians, and bisexuals. 

“In this case, as in Romer ... 
‘There is a great deal of evidence 
that the statute was motivated by a 
desire to accommodate prejudice 
against homosexuals,”’ Thomas¬ 
son’s petition told the Supreme 
Court, quoting the justices’ 6-3 de¬ 
cision in the Colorado case. T 


Court rejects 
California PWA’s 
assisted suicide case

T he Supreme Court has re¬ 
fused the state of Califor¬ 
nia’s request to speed up re¬ 
view of a lower-court ruling in 
Los Angeles th.at recognizes an 
individual’s right to choose the 
manner of his or her own death, 
and the right to be assisted in sui¬ 
cide by a physician. 

Although the refusal on Mon¬ 
day, October 21 means there will 
be no expedited review, the jus¬ 
tices could grant ordinary review 
in the case, brought by an un¬ 
named man with AIDS, this term. 
Nor does the action affect the 
court’s decision earlier to hear ar¬ 
gument on the same issues in 
cases out of Washington state and 
New York. 

California law does not ban 
suicide and also permits an indi¬ 
vidual to require the withdrawal 
of life-sustaining medical equip¬ 
ment. But state law also bans as¬ 
sisted suicide. 

“John Doe,” a man in his 30s, 
was first diagnosed as HIV-posi¬ 
tive in July 1984, and as having 
full-blown AIDS on January 1, 
1993. 

Doe was advised by his doctor 
“that his condition is terminal, 
though the exact amount of time 
left to him is necessarily an esti¬ 
mate,” according to court records. 

The man is also “mentally 
competent and aware of the na¬ 
ture of his diseases and likely 
progress,” a lower court ruled. 

“John Doe contends that he 
has ‘seen his peers die without 
dignity and in horrible pain, and 
he does not want that fate to be¬ 
fall him,” the court record said. 


“John Doe wishes to obtain physi¬ 
cian aid in dying.” 

Doe filed a complaint in U.S. 
District Court in Los Angeles in 
October 1994, claiming state law 
banning assisted suicide is uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

Relying on a 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruling in a 
Washington state case, U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Consuelo Marshall in 
Los Angeles ruled for Doe. 

Marshall rejected Supreme 
Court precedent on challenging a 
state law, instead saying that there 
is a “similarity between the liberty 
interests in abortion and assisted 
suicide.” 

Applying Supreme Court 
precedent on challenging state re¬ 
strictions to abortion, Marshall 
ruled that the California law ban¬ 
ning assisted suicide violated the 
due process, or fair hearing, pro¬ 
visions of the 14th Amendment. 

But Marshall stayed the ruling 
until it could be appealed to the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
or until the Supreme Court could 
consider it. 

The appellate court put the ap¬ 
peal on its October docket. 

Since the case began, however, 
the Supreme Court has agreed to 
review the issue of whether some¬ 
one has a constitutional right to 
die and whether states have the 
right to ban assisted suicide. The 
justices will hear argument later 
this term in the Washington state 
case and on a less-sweeping deci¬ 
sion that invalidated New York’s 
ban on assisted suicide. 

With that as background, both 
sides in the “John Doe” Los Ange¬ 
les case had asked the Supreme 
Court for expedited review of the 
California ban. T 
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NIH freezes needle exchange study 


UCSF researcher requests ethics review

^|P he federal National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health (NIH) an- 

1 nounced Thursday, October 
17 that it will delay a $2.4 million 
University of Alaska needle ex¬ 
change study, hours after the gov¬ 
ernment watchdog group Public 
Citizen compared the study’s de¬ 
sign to the infamous Tuskegee 
syphilis experiments - in which 
African-American men were de¬ 
nied antibiotic treatment for 
syphilis for three decades while 
government researchers watched 
them slowly suffer and die. 

Needle exchanges, already op¬ 
erated privately in 55 locations 
nationwide, attempt to discourage 
the sharing of needles - potential¬ 
ly infected by HIV or hepatitis - 
by permitting injection drug users 
(IDUs) to come to a central loca¬ 
tion and trade dirty needles for 
clean ones. A few previous studies 
have shown that exchanges may 
effectively reduce the risk of new 
infections. 

In an October 17 letter to NIH 
director Dr. Harold Varmus, Dr. 
Sidney Wolfe of Public Citizen 
and Dr. Peter Lurie of the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco 
protested NIH’s funding for the 
Alaskan study of 600 IDUs, half of 
whom would be permitted to par¬ 
ticipate in a needle exchange pro¬ 
gram, while the other 300 IDUs 
would not, and instead would be 
referred to other sources for clean 
needles, such as pharmacies. 

The three-year randomized 
study design aims to determine 
whether needle exchange programs 
can reduce infections, by observing 
whether IDUs who are denied par¬ 
ticipation in the exchange acquire 
more hepatitis B and HIV infec¬ 
tions than those who are allowed to 
exchange needles. 

“Although in the Tuskegee 
study known effective treatment 
for a life-threatening disease was 
withheld, in this human experi¬ 
ment, two known effective means 
of prevention - hepatitis B vac¬ 
cine and the provision at no cost 
of sterile needles and syringes - 
are being withheld,” state Lurie 
and Wolfe in their letter of 
protest. 

In 1988, Congress banned fed¬ 
eral funding of needle exchange 
programs until the U.S. Surgeon 
General determines that needle 
exchanges are effective in slowing 
the spread of HIV, and yet do not 
encourage drug use. Lurie and 
Wolfe cite several studies and re¬ 
ports which they say provide ade¬ 
quate proof that needle exchanges 
meet these two criteria. While the 
federal government has been 
without a Surgeon General since 
President Clinton fired Dr. Joyce- 
lyn Elders in 1994, Health and 
Human Services (HHS) Secretary 
Donna Shalala has had the au¬ 
thority to lift the federal ban. She 
has not done so. 

HHS estimates that over 
20,000 HIV infections related to 
injection drug use occur in the 
United States each year. 

‘Biological plausibility’ 

Don Ralbovsky, spokesperson 
for the NIH, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that NIH director Varmus 
had previously signed off on the 
Alaskan study, believing that “all 
the ethical issues were satisfied.” 
Last Thursday, NIH informed Dr. 
Dennis Fisher, the lead researcher 
for the study at the University of 
Alaska, that he will not be allowed 


to recruit participants for the 
study, many of whom would be 
native Aleutians, until a special 
panel of reviewers appointed by 
Dr. Varmus gives its approval of 
the study’s ethics. Ralbovsky 
would not say how long the 
panel’s review would take, though 
Dr. Fisher says he was promised 
he could begin recruiting as 
planned on December 1. 

Speaking from his office in An¬ 
chorage, Dr. Fisher said that 
“there is biological plausibility 
that [needle exchange] would 
help, but it has not been demon¬ 
strated.” He said that NIH had 
given his study the “best priority 
score.” 

Dr. Fisher notes that, unlike 
most other states, Alaska permits 
the purchase of needles and sy¬ 
ringes at pharmacies without a 
prescription, and that the 300 
IDUs who are not randomized to 


participate in his study’s needle 
exchange would be provided 
coupons to get needles from any 
of 25 pharmacies for free. He said 
that particularly during Alaskan 
winters, IDUs do not want to 
travel to a needle exchange site. 

Dr. Fisher also said that NIH 
had removed a section in the 
study permitting participants to 
“cross-over” from one arm of the 
study to another, citing the need 
to maintain statistical integrity. 
He is now requesting that this 
“compassionate” section be re¬ 
placed. 

Nevertheless, opponents of the 
study are calling for all study vol¬ 
unteers to be offered hepatitis B 
vaccinations as well as the oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in the needle 
exchange program. And while ac¬ 
knowledging the uphill battle they 
face, they are also calling for an 
end to the ban on federal funding 


of needle exchange programs. 

“At this moment, the last thing 
Bill Clinton wants to do is appear 
soft on drugs,” said Dr. Lurie, who 
suggests that researchers have be¬ 
come unwitting accomplices of 


the Clinton administration in 
proposing what he calls “unethi¬ 
cal” research on needle exchange 
for dubious reasons. “The issue 
has had nothing to do with science 
and a lot to do with politics.” ▼

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Gay questions, questionable 
answers in second presidential debate

0 ay and lesbian issues were 
If m raised in a televised presi- 
dential debate for the first 
time in American history 
Wednesday, October 16. And 
when it was all over, many gays 
and lesbians did not know 
whether to laugh or cry at what 
transpired. 

About two-thirds of the way 
into the “town hall”-style debate 
in San Diego, audience member 
Bob Goldfarb identified himself 
as a travel agent, but not as a 
member of the gay San Diego De¬ 
mocratic Club, and asked the can¬ 
didates to explain their positions 
on the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA). 

Clinton went first. “I’m for it,” 
he said. “That’s my policy. I’m for 
it. I believe that any law-abiding, 
tax-paying citizen who shows up 
in the morning and doesn’t break 
the law and doesn’t interfere with 
his or her neighbors ought to have 
the ability to work in our country 
and shouldn’t be subject to unfair 
discrimination. I’m for it.” 

He had used about 30 of his al¬ 
lotted 90 seconds and couldn't 
wait to get on to talking about 
something else, in this case the 
economy. 

Clinton’s support of ENDA 
has not been as unequivocal as he 
made it sound. Democrats con¬ 


trolled Congress when the bill was 
introduced in July 1994, and Clin¬ 
ton prohibited Assistant Attorney 
General for Civil Rights Deval 
Patrick from testifying at the Sen¬ 
ate hearing. The administration 
sent a letter supporting the prin¬ 
ciple, but not the legislation itself. 
It endorsed the bill only in Octo¬ 
ber 1995. 

Clinton used “weasel words” in 
his response - “law-abiding,” 
“doesn’t interfere,” and “unfair 
discrimination.” They left room 


special rights for any group. That | 
would be my answer to this ques¬ 
tion. And I’m - you know, there’d 
be special rights for different 
groups in America, but I’m totally 
opposed to discrimination, don’t 
have any policy against hiring any¬ 
one - whether it’s lifestyle or 
whatever, we don’t have any policy 
of that kind, never had in my of¬ 
fice, nor will we have in the future.

for “fair” discrimination against 
gays in states that still have 
sodomy laws, and open gays’ “in¬ 
terfere [nee]” with the workplace 
performance of the devoutly reli¬ 
gious who view homosexuality as 
! a sin. A variation of that argument 
! is used to ban openly gay people 
j from the military, and is being de¬ 
fended in court by the adminis¬ 
tration. 

‘Special rights’ 

When Clinton finished, Dole 
i responded, “Well, I’m opposed to 
j discrimination in any form, but 
j I’m - but I don’t favor creating 


after midnight one morning, in 
the dark of night - he opposed it.” 
One could almost hear the index 
cards shuffling in Dole’s mind as 
he made sure to insert key buzz 
words on an issue he had thought 
little about. 

And with less than half of his 
time gone, Dole was equally eager 
to switch to the economy. Clinton 
still had a 30-second rebuttal, 
which he cheerfully used to avoid 
further talk about ENDA. 

In the final question of the 
evening, Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church minister Yvette Duby 
said, “I don’t understand why peo- 
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pie are using the term ‘special rights’ 
when the question is equal rights.” 

“I want to answer your ques¬ 
tion,” said Clinton, but he only got 
around to it after he spoke about a 
school prayer constitutional 
amendment in response to an ear¬ 
lier Dole comment. 

Finally he turned to Duby’s 
question. “Now I think I have to 
let Senator Dole speak for himself. 
It wouldn’t be fair for me to do 
that.” He went on to repeat, “If you 
show up tomorrow and obey the 
law, and you work hard, and you 
do what you are supposed to do, 
you’re entitled to equal treatment.” 

Dole answered, “Well, I hope 1 
made my answer clear. I said I’m 
opposed to discrimination. You 
know, we’ve suffered discrimina¬ 
tion in the disability community. 
There are 43 million of us. And I 
can recall cases where people 
would cross the street rather than 


meet someone in a wheelchair. 

“So I want to end discrimina¬ 
tion in America. We’ve made that 
clear. And I would just say that it 
seems to me that that’s the way it 
ought to be. We shouldn’t dis¬ 
criminate - race, color, whatever, 
lifestyle, disability. This is Ameri¬ 
ca, and we’re all proud of it. But 
we’re not there yet. What we need 
is good strong leadership going 
into the next century.” 

And with that, he switched 
topics altogether, lamenting the 
few questions on foreign policy. 

The audience’s questions al¬ 
lowed six minutes between the 
candidates for responses. Their 
mutual discomfort was palpable, 
they used less than two minutes of 
that time to address the issues. 
Neither candidate uttered the “g” 
or the “1” word, even though both 
questioners did. Neither even used 
the clinical term homosexual. ▼ 


What the media 
saw and said

T he media’s coverage of lesbian and gay issues during the de¬ 
bate has mirrored their meager coverage of those issues 
throughout the campaign. Below are some scant highlights 
of the day after: 

• Both The New York Times and the Washington Post printed 
whole transcripts of the debate. The Times headed the minister’s 
question appropriately under “Equal Rights” while the Post head¬ 
ed the section, “Equal Rights or Special Rights.” With the ENDA 
question, the Times labeled the discussion under the burdensome 
and confusing term “Homosexual Bias,” while the Post headed it, 
accurately, under “Barring Discrimination.” 

* The Washington Post also ran an article entitled, “Perot Ad¬ 
dresses Lifestyle Issues After Debate,” which reported that on CNN’s 
Larry King Live, Perot responded to a question about same-sex mar¬ 
riage and sex education in the schools by saying, “I can’t imagine 
why you would want to teach that sort of thing in school ” 

♦ The Los Angeles Times , under the headline “Discord Over 
Gays,” noted that “Clinton said he supported legislation that would 
protect gay men and lesbians from discrimination on the job. Dole 
declined to support the legislation, saying he supported equal 
treatment, but not special rights for particular groups ” Nowhere 
else were lesbians and gays mentioned. 

• The San Francisco Chronicle also gave gay issues passing com¬ 
ment, primarily to highlight Dole’s struggle to connect with the au¬ 
dience, reporting, “To one woman who said she was unemployed, 
Dole said the first thing to do was to get her a job. But when another 
woman asked about equal rights for gays and lesbians, Dole’s pri¬ 
mary response concerned equal rights for the disabled.” ▼

|| CT UP/Golden Gate re- 
KM leased a report of AIDS 
drug price gouging by the 
pharmaceutical industry Friday, 
October 11, coinciding with a 
large and noisy demonstration at 
the Pharmaceutical Re¬ 
search and Manufactur¬ 
ers Association 
(PhRMA) in Wash¬ 
ington, DC. ACT UP 
chapters from Golden 
Gate, New York, Los An¬ 
geles, and Philadelphia 
targeted PhRMA, the 
pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry lobby, and 
over 200 people took 
part in the demon¬ 
stration; no arrests were made. 

The report and demonstra¬ 
tion were born from frustration 
over the unfair monopoly pricing 
of AIDS drug therapies. Because 
of this price gouging, many peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS do not have 
access to life-extending treat¬ 
ments. 

According to Don Howard, 
co-author of the report, “This is 
the first salvo in the battle to 
bring down the cost of new 
AIDS therapies, and we intend to 
follow with a complete analysis 
of profitability to determine 
where unfair prices are being 
charged by companies with mo¬ 
nopolies on these life-saving 
treatments.” 

We have entered a new phase 
of controlling HIV as combina¬ 


tion drug therapies, including 
protease inhibitors, are showing 
promise in bringing HIV/RNA 
viral load to undetectable levels. 
The International AIDS Confer¬ 
ence in Vancouver presented 
most of this encouraging news, 
and many people with AIDS who 
are using these drug combina¬ 
tions are experiencing increased 
vigor and vitality, and going 
back to work and school. 
However, not every¬ 
one is benefiting. Some 
people are experienc¬ 
ing side effects from 
the powerful antiviral 
drugs and protease in¬ 
hibitors, and have had 
to quit using them. 
Difficult questions 
about when and if to 
intervene arise from 
problems with drug interactions, 
lack of statistics about how long 
the effect can be sustained, and 
the potential for resistant virus to 
develop from missed doses or 
changing therapies. 

Nevertheless, new drugs that 
have clear capabilities to slow 
down HIV replication mean big 
bucks for the pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry. The ACT UP/Golden 
Gate report on AIDS drug pric¬ 
ing released last week calculates 
the costs for common combina¬ 
tions of therapies for people at 
different stages of HIV disease. 
Retail prices for each combina¬ 
tion were collected from various 
pharmacies. All combinations in¬ 
cluded one new protease in¬ 
hibitor. The basic combination 
therapy, without any prophylaxis 


drugs, totaled $13,000 per year. 
In later stages of the illness, a 
typical combination of drugs can 
cost as much as $19,500 per year. 
These are average retail prices for 
drug therapies and do not in¬ 
clude diagnostic costs or other 


health care costs. It is also im¬ 
portant to remember that many 
people take additional therapies, 
for example human growth hor¬ 
mone, that can add tens of thou¬ 
sands more to their annual phar¬ 
maceutical bills. 

The community agrees 

At this juncture in the epi¬ 
demic, there is a severe bottle¬ 
neck in access to drugs because 
of high costs. There is growing 
consensus in the AIDS commu¬ 
nity that reducing drug prices is 
one of our highest priorities. “If 
there is one thing the communi¬ 
ty can agree upon it is the insan¬ 
ity of the high cost and inacces¬ 
sibility of AIDS drugs,” says Sally 
Cooper, Director of We PWA 
Health Group in New York City. 
“We need to agree upon a long¬ 
term detailed plan of action to 
deal with pharmaceutical greed. 
It is a huge problem that won’t be 
solved over night.” 

In the United States, already 


cash-strapped programs like the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP), Medicaid, and MediCal 
are being forced to cut back on 
the number of drugs they cover. 
Often, they are being forced to 
make unethical decisions about 
which drugs are most important 
in combating HIV and its oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. Further com¬ 
pounding the problem, funds 
committed to pay for drugs 
through ADAP are being stolen 
to pay for other programs, caus¬ 
ing an uproar among activists 
and divisions in the AIDS com¬ 
munity. In the developing world, 
where 90% of the epidemic has 
struck, these expensive drug 
therapies will never be afford¬ 
able. 

People are fed up. Treatment 
activists from all over the world 
are beginning to mobilize and 
demand an explanation for the 
high prices of these drugs. Drug 
companies and their lobbyists in¬ 
sist that the high prices are re-

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sist that the high prices are re¬ 
quired to provide a reasonable 
profit on their investment in de¬ 
veloping and manufacturing 
these drugs. However, the com¬ 
panies uniformly refuse to supply 
information to support this 
claim. 

In fact, the ACT UP/Golden 
Gate report shows that compa¬ 
nies like Abbott, who make the 
new protease inhibitor Ritonavir, 
are earning 110% return on their 
investment. For comparison, a 
Tufts University report shows 
that the historical return for re¬ 
search and development invest¬ 
ments in the U.S. pharmaceutical 


their monopolies on these drugs 
by charging unfair prices. The 
pharmaceutical industry is not 
charging fair prices that provide a 
fair return on their investments, 
they are price gouging and deny¬ 
ing people with HIV/AIDS access 
to these treatments. 

Drug company tendrils 

Drug companies are using 
their brilliant marketing depart¬ 
ments to extend their tendrils 
into disenfranchised communi¬ 
ties. Struggling AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations are being offered 
grants from these companies. 
Companies like Hoffman-La

industry has been 9%. Another 
well-documented case of price 
gouging is Bio-Technology Gen¬ 
eral Corporation (BTG), which 
has the license for the anabolic 
steroid oxandralone. When the 
potential for oxandralone in the 
treatment of AIDS wasting was 
discovered, the price of the drug 
increased 1,200%. 

Members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate understand that drug com¬ 
panies must recoup their costs in 
order to continue research and 
development. We want the devel¬ 
opment of new and better drugs 
to continue. But, as the ACT 
UP/Golden Gate report shows, 
these companies are abusing 


Roche and Merck even appeared 
at the National Minority AIDS 
Council’s Treatment Advocates 
Forum, where they staged a 
mandatory focus group to mar¬ 
ket their products to attendees 
who had received scholarships to 
attend the event. The scholarship 
recipients were primarily people 
of color and Midwestern activists 
who were new to treatment ac¬ 
tivism. Showing their eerie, un¬ 
ethical agenda, these companies 
are trying to boost their profits 
by seeking out new markets in 
communities that are not yet ed¬ 
ucated in these therapies or 
trained to advocate for them¬ 
selves. 


ACT UP/Golden Gate’s suc¬ 
cess in getting a price cap for 
Serono’s Recombinant Human 
Growth Hormone is one exam¬ 
ple of a strategy for getting phar¬ 
maceutical companies to lower 
their prices. Serono initially 
wanted to charge between 
$70,000 and $100,000 per year 
per patient depending on dosage. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate began to 
negotiate with Serono before the 
drug received FDA approval. By 
threatening not to support the 
approval of the drug at the FDA, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate was able to 
get Serono to cap the price at 
$36,000 per year. Pricing discus¬ 
sions need to begin before drugs 
clear the FDA, when activists 
have greater leverage over phar¬ 
maceutical company decisions. 

In 1989, ACT UP/New York 
closed down Wall Street to 
protest the outrageous cost of 
AZT. Congress held hearings, 
and even the Bush administra¬ 
tion was questioning the high 
cost of AZT, the only approved 
drug for HIV/AIDS at that time. 
The situation is still the same, ex¬ 
cept that now we have higher 
prices and more companies price 
gouging. With three new pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, human growth 
hormone, several white and red 
blood cell stimulating factors, 
and many other exorbitantly ex¬ 
pensive drugs, we again need 
Congressional hearings. 

We need strong leadership 
from the incoming administra¬ 
tion and we need to consider 
government price controls on the 
pharmaceutical monopolists. 
The battle for lower AIDS drug 
prices has just begun, and we are 
only at the tip of the iceberg in 
uncovering profiteering off the 
AIDS epidemic. T

New clue 
to making 
AIDS vaccine

he discovery of an immune 
■m trait that may promote re¬ 
sistance to HIV infection 
has implications for developing 
an AIDS vaccine, researchers said 
Friday, October 18. 

Scientists at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, AIDS In¬ 
stitute found gay men with high 
levels of an antibody called VH3 
were relatively resistant to HIV in¬ 
fection through sexual contact. 

Sex with an infected partner or 
intravenous drug use with a con¬ 
taminated needle are the two 
most common modes of trans¬ 
mission of HIV and AIDS. 

Reporting in the Journal of 
Clinical Investigation , the scien¬ 
tists said a component of natural 
immunity may protect some indi¬ 
viduals from HIV. 

The blood of some people is 
rich in the VH3 antibody, which 
binds to the coat protein of the 
virus, said lead study author, 
pathologist Dr. Jonathan Braun. 

In the study of 252 gay men, 
the investigators found those with 
high antibody levels were more 
resistant to HIV infection through 
sexual contact than those with 
low levels. 

“Overall, the amount of VH3 
antibody level made a five-fold 
difference in susceptibility to HIV 


infection, giving a person with 
low VH3 antibody levels five 
times the risk,” Braun said. 

While they have not yet deter¬ 
mined the protective mechanism 
in VH3, researchers know that in 
other viral diseases, antibodies 
may protect against infection by 
blocking entry of the virus into 
the cells or delivering the virus to 
scavenger cells for destruction. 

VH3 antibodies are just one 
factor in a person’s overall risk for 
sex-related infection, the study 
showed. The other factors include 
the frequency of sexual contact 
with the infected partner, genital 
infection, and trauma, said co-au¬ 
thor Lawrence Kam of Harvard 
Medical School in Boston. 

“The levels of these VH3 anti¬ 
bodies vary greatly in the popula¬ 
tion, and only about 15 percent of 
the population expresses high lev¬ 
els,” Braun said. 

The finding is significant be¬ 
cause VH3 levels can be con¬ 
trolled through immunization, 
said co-author Stephen Gange of 
Johns Hopkins University in Bal¬ 
timore, Maryland. 

“We are now studying the 
strategy for selectively raising 
VH3 antibody levels,” he said. 

“It might be possible to raise 
the levels of VH3 antibodies as 
part of a comprehensive immu¬ 
nization strategy for protection,” 
Braun said. T

ing for this day.” 

“Rikki was not only a role 
model for many, but the heart and 
soul of our sports community,” 
Downard said. “She built busi¬ 
nesses for women and gave back 
to the community by remaining 
involved, committed, and finan¬ 
cially generous. She not only 
sponsored local softball, bowling, 
pool, basketball, and soccer teams, 
she helped underwrite and envi¬ 
sion the Gay Games.” 

A true hero 

Recreation and Park Depart¬ 
ment staff noted Streicher was a 
“true San Francisco hero,” and 
recommended the athletic field be 
named in her honor. 

Jo Daly, a former police com¬ 
missioner, spoke at the meeting 
and urged the commission to name 
the field in memory of Streicher. 

“What you’re doing today is 
extremely important,” Daly said. 
“Rikki gave hope to the youth of 
the community.” 

Carolene Marks, a candidate 
for supervisor, was also at the 
meeting, but had to leave after an¬ 
other presentation took longer 


than expected. Her husband, state 
Senator Milton Marks, spoke on 
her behalf. 

“Let us honor the memory of 
a true San Franciscan,” Marks 
said. 

In June 1994, Streicher was 
honored with the Tom Waddell 
Cup at the closing ceremonies of 
the Gay Games in New York. That 
was eight years after she literally 
carried the torch for the Gay 


Games ceremony in San Francisco 
in 1986. She wrote the by-laws 
and articles of incorporation for 
the Federation of Gay Games. The 
board used to meet at the Eureka 
Valley Recreation Center. 

Streicher moved to San Francis¬ 
co in the mid- 1940s. She was an ac¬ 
complished businesswoman who 
owned and operated several popu¬ 
lar venues during her career. One of 
those was Amelia’s, a Valencia 
Street lesbian bar that had been a 
gay male strip joint. It is now the 
Elbo Room. She also owned Olive 


Oyl’s, a bar at Pier 50; and one of 
the first gay bars in the Russian 
River resort area, Vieux Carre, 
which operated during from the 
mid-1960s to the late 1970s. 

In addition to her involvement 
with the Gay Games, Streicher 
served on the boards of directors 
of the Society for Individual 
Rights, the Tavern Guild, the Cable 
Car Awards, the GodFather Ser¬ 
vice Fund, 18th Street Services, 


and the Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights. She was also grand 
marshal of the 1991 San Francisco 
Freedom Day Parade. T

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AIDS activist Mary Corwin dies 

Pioneer for women with HIV was 42

L ongtime AIDS activist and 
educator Mary Corwin died 
September 22 at her home 
in San Francisco at the age of 42. 

Corwin was a tireless and 
compassionate AIDS activist and 
educator for the decade she lived 
with HIV/AIDS. She worked with 
several organizations, including 
Shanti, Ward 86, Institute for 
Community Health Outreach, 
Women’s AIDS Network, and the 
WEDGE Program, to help im¬ 
prove education, support, and 
service delivery. 

She and her daughter Sinead 
both won Shanti’s “Making Every 
Day Count” award. Corwin ap¬ 
peared in Peter Adair’s award- 
winning documentary Absolutely 
Positive, the 1995 television series 
Positive: Life with HIV ; and Dart¬ 
mouth Medical School’s CD- 
ROM AIDS Curriculum for med¬ 
ical students. 

“Mary was one of the pioneers 
in San Francisco, and the nation, 
to provide support and care for 
women in AIDS,” said Dr. Charles 
Garfield, founder of the Shanti 
Project. “She also was one of the 
first to publicly advocate in sup¬ 
port of people with AIDS who are 
injection drug users. Mary was a 
superb educator, a tremendous 
warrior in the fight for AIDS pre¬ 
vention and care, and a compas¬ 
sionate giver of support. She is ir¬ 
replaceable.” 

Corwin was well known for 
her genuine, direct, and eloquent 
style as she broached the many 
difficult and sensitive issues of liv¬ 
ing with HIV infection. This in¬ 
cluded frank discussions with her 
daughter Sinead, the light and 
focus of her life. 

Fellow AIDS activist Carla Ab- 
botts, who was a close friend of 
Corwin’s, said, “Mary was honest, 
loving, and open with her daugh¬ 
ter about being HIV infected and 


the life-threatening nature of 
AIDS. Sinead often joined Mary 
in speaking engagements and ad¬ 
vocacy activities, such as the fa¬ 
mous July 1995 Seventeen maga¬ 
zine article, ‘Living with Dying,’ 
and the public TV series Positive: 
Life with HIV. They were an ex¬ 
traordinarily powerful and com¬ 
pelling team of women who had a 
tremendous impact on teens and 
others at risk of HIV infection.” 

Dr. Sandra Hernandez, direc¬ 
tor of San Francisco’s Department 
of Public Health, said Corwin was 
“a fearless pioneer and potent 
voice for women with HIV infec-

At her memorial service, held 
September 25 at the Sweden-Bor- 
gian Church under the direction 
of Father Rodney DeMartini, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the National 
Catholic AIDS Network, DeMar¬ 
tini remembered Corwin’s advo¬ 
cacy work. 

“She was one of the first 
women nationwide to be outspo¬ 
ken about her HIV infection, and 
to take city, state, and federal pro-

tion. 

“It is a tribute to Mary’s rare 
talent that while she openly re¬ 
minded us that AIDS is not just a 
male disease, she was still accept¬ 
ed and embraced by the gay com¬ 
munity in San Francisco. Her ad¬ 
vocacy helped change our percep¬ 
tion of the face of AIDS,” Hernan¬ 
dez added. 

Born in Brooklyn, raised and 
educated in New York, Corwin 
moved to the West Coast and en¬ 
joyed a career as a financial ana¬ 
lyst with the Kidder-Peabody Bro¬ 
kerage Firm before beginning her 
AIDS activism. In 1988 she and 
her husband, Billy Corwin, par¬ 
ticipated in an educational cam¬ 
paign sponsored by City Clinic 
and told their story on video. That 
project led to the idea for Adair’s 
documentary, Absolutely Positive. 

“Shortly after we finished the 
City Clinic piece, Peter told me he 
had been struck with an idea 
when we were filming Mary and

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Low down dive

TjP he only thing more amus¬ 
ing than swimming is div¬ 
ing. Not high diving, scuba 
diving. You get to defy your 
lungs and see what life is like on 
the majority of the planet, the 
part under sea level. 

Little Mermaid (or merman) 
fantasies aside, undersea life is 
even more fascinating in person 
than in those Jacques Cousteau 
documentaries, where it was al¬ 
ways plenty swell. I remember 
asking for scuba equipment one 
Christmas, but I think that may 
have been unduly inspired by 
Rod Serling’s narration in the 
films - and the crew members 
running around in bikinis. 

The Bay Area’s active and or¬ 
ganized group for scuba diving is 
Northern California Rainbow 
Divers. If exotic fish, coral, and 
the rest of the amazing array of 
water-breathing life interest you, 
NCRD is a terrific place to start 
or advance as a queer aquatic, 
and to get to know and under¬ 
stand the environment, from the 
sea floor up. 

NCRD sponsors a gay and 
lesbian class a few times a year 
and plans frequent trips to 
beautiful spots around the 
world. Marla Jurosek, who is 
on the board of the club and 
plans programming, has been 
diving for a couple of years, and 
is organizing the club’s Cook Is¬ 
lands trip next April. 

“We do a monthly dive in 
California, usually in Monterey 


or Carmel,” Jurosek said. “We ei¬ 
ther shore dive or go out on a 
float. We also do an annual trip 
to Channel Islands off Santa 
Barbara.” 

Asked what sort of marine 
life divers can find around the 
Northern California coast, he 
noted that the big attrac¬ 
tions are the kelp forests 
all up and down the 
coast. 

“Also octopus, and all 
kinds of invertebrates, in 
eluding colorful nudi 
branchs,” which he explained 
are colorful slugs who 
crawl on the sea 
floor. “You see sea 
lions down around 
Monterey. Sea otters 
will sometimes come 
and play.” 

And while a lot more people 
are warm water divers, NCRD 
member Steve Graham said 
local cold water has more vari¬ 
ety of marine life, from shelled 
creatures to otters. 

Graham recently returned 
from the Bahamas, where the 
group was part of Diving For 
Life, a fundraising event that last 
year contributed to women’s 
cancer groups. This year, 
$20,000 was raised nationally; 
the San Francisco portion w ill 
be donated to Homecare Com¬ 
panions. 

Greg Abrams, a founding 
member who does all the dive 
planning, also organizes Dive 
For Life. This weekend’s event 

(Saturday, October 26) goes 
to Point Lobos. 



Let the sharks run 

Along with community in¬ 
volvement, Graham enjoys the 
magic undersea life, and recent¬ 
ly even took a Shark Awareness 
Training class. Yes, despite the 
likelihood of lightning striking 
being greater than the possibili¬ 
ty of shark bite, it 
does happen. 

“I have friends 
who think I’m crazy for 
diving,” Graham admitted. 
He found the shark training 
useful “in helping us under¬ 
stand their behavior.” 
While an instructor 
let small sharks run 
about, Graham said 
the experience gave 
him “a wonderful 
peaceful feeling. We didn’t do 
anything more than sit and 
look.” 

Jurosek’s enjoyment of scuba 
diving comes from the serenity 
he finds while submerged. 
“There’s no telephone, no 
• pagers. It’s peaceful.” 

Now’s the time to combine 
diving and vacation, since 
NCRD is planning a Maui dive 
trip next January 25 through 
February 1. Divers will be led by 
Ed Robinson, an experienced 
dive operator. This charter de¬ 
parts from Kehei, where some 
beautiful condos will be rented 
for the trip. Three days of two- 
tank dives are planned at Moliki- 
ni, Lanai, and other beautiful lo¬ 
cales. The package, including air¬ 
fare and car rentals, is $355. The 
total land package is $500, with 
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a $250 deposit needed by No¬ 
vember 12. 

“We try to make trips afford¬ 
able, with diving in mind and 
the main focus,” said Jurosek. 
Not to say that romance or re¬ 
laxation aren’t also of interest. 
“After a day of diving,” Jurosek 
said, “I wanna sit on my veran¬ 
da, have a pina colada, and 
watch the sunset.” 

As to the club, he calls it “a 
great place to get together. We 
have monthly meetings the sec¬ 
ond Tuesday of every month at 
the Sierra Club.” 

Novice divers need to get their 
basic certification at any of the 
dive shops around the Bay Area, 
where the appropriate equip¬ 
ment can be either rented or 
bought. 


Class work is done with text¬ 
book and pool work. After learn¬ 
ing practice skills, classes usually 
take ocean dives with an instruc¬ 
tor. After getting certification, a 
diver can basically tank up and 
dive anywhere. “If you go to a 
dive shop,” Jurosek said, “they’ll 
ask for your C card,” which 
proves certification. ▼

group remained “committed to 
escalation” as the “only way 
counter the drug companies 
hype,” and hoped to “clog the 
courts” as a political tactic. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate 
denouncement 

ACT UP/Golden Gate member 
Steven Le Blanc was also critical of 
the activist’s antics, even though 
he said that ACT UP/Golden Gate 
had its own issues with the AIDS 
Foundation for its support of in¬ 
creased funding for AIDS services 
over increased federal funding for 
drugs for PWAs. 

The violence of the incident 
also bothered Le Blanc. 

“It was really despicable in a 
lot of ways. Not only was it an as¬ 
sault on Pat Christen, it was an as¬ 
sault on the PWAs in the room,” 
he said. “They didn’t need to have 


dirty cat shit dumped in their 
breathing space.” 

Leblanc and Christen ex¬ 
pressed concern that people with 
HIV/AIDS may have been need¬ 
lessly exposed to toxoplasmosis, 
an AIDS opportunistic infection 
carried in cat Feces. 

Burk dismissed such concerns 
and said they were an effort to 
evade the issue. 

“First of all, I daresay that at 
the moment of attack, I was the 
only HIV-positive person on the 
stage. I personally was the only 
one at risk,” he said. “I’m outraged 
that people think the issue is over 
kitty litter, when these drugs are 
being forced by the healthcare sys¬ 
tem and the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation to pregnant women 
and stressed out HIV-positive in¬ 
dividuals.” 

Several members of the group 
are currently facing trial on 
charges of trespassing and assault 
for a recent disturbance at Davies 
Medical Center. T

made up of community service 
workers. 

The other 35 percent of prof¬ 
its, which will increase when the 
mortgage is paid off, goes to the 
scores of non-profit organiza¬ 
tions that have registered with 
the store. 

Community Thrift has an ac¬ 
ceptance policy that includes al¬ 
most everything, but excludes the 
following: clothes that are torn, 
dirty, or stained, and hospital, 
medical supplies, and water beds 
(for health reasons); electronic or 
electrical devices that are broken 
(because they cannot repair 
them); and large appliances such 
as stoves, refrigerators, washers, 
and beds (due to limited storage 
space). Donations are accepted 
10:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. in the load¬ 
ing dock on Sycamore Alley next 


to the store. 

Stanley Boyd, who is in charge 
of all sorts of extraordinary items 
in the collectibles department, 
advises that people who donate 
merchandise should pick out 
their favorite 501(c)3 charity list¬ 
ed with Community Thrift. “If 
the item works,” Stanley says, “we 
will sell it for that charity.” 

Like any non-profit organiza¬ 
tion, the store can always use 
more help.

this medication to people living 
on the street. 

“The medication regimens are 
complicated, and for those living 
on the street it might be difficult 
if not impossible,” Bangsberg said. 
“There are real difficult questions 
of how to get protease inhibitors 
to this group, and will they be ac¬ 
cessible and will they benefit street 
people?” 

David Ray, an intake nurse at 


SFGH, said he’s a strong believer 
in case management services, as 
they often help people who are 
dually or triply diagnosed by hav¬ 
ing a person who can help com¬ 
plete forms and advocate for 
them. T

PlanetOut: a postmodern 
Grand Central Station

T om Rielly is a man with a vision. Five years ago, he put his Sili¬ 
con Valley background to use for the gay community, as 
co-founder of Digital Queers. Working to get computers into the 
hands of gay organizations and non-profits, the organization 
made technology into a community crusade. But Rielly wasn’t satisfied. 

“I realized there was nothing online for gays and lesbians that met 
my vision for what could be done,” says Rielly. “So I said at some point 
you have to do it yourself.” 

Thus began PlanetOut. Combining Internet 
resources, community information, and in¬ 
terpersonal communication, PlanetOut 
debuted on Microsoft’s MSN net¬ 
work last fall. One year later, Riel¬ 
ly and PlanetOut Executive 
Producer Karen Wickre 
(also of Digital Queers) 
have opened PlanetOut 
to the rest of the world, 
launching simultane¬ 
ously last month on 
America Online and as 
an independent website. 
PlanetOut is a universe 
in the mold of Amer¬ 
ica Online. The site 
combines original 
content, interactive 
chat rooms, and 
message boards with 
links to other, pre-ex¬ 
isting resources. Origi¬ 
nal content includes on¬ 
line magazines, such as Pop- 
cornQ (queer film and video; 
see sidebar); Shout (celebrities 
and entertainment); arid This Way 
Out (music). It also includes online daily 


Abundance of gay musicians is making 
‘gay’ music harder than ever to define

F rom lesbian gospel to gay country music to 
queercore, gay and lesbian music has finally ar¬ 
rived. This month’s Gay/Lesbian American Music 
Awards (GLAMA), held last week in New York, 
marks the coming together of artists under a banner that 
allows musicians to come out and still gain recognition 
from the industry. 

Tom McCormack, co-creator of GLAMA, has three al¬ 
bums under his belt as an openly gay singer. And as an in¬ 
dustry insider, he thinks the days of closeted musicians 
singing coded or faux- straight songs are ending. “Not to 
sound Pollyanna about it,” he says, “but in this day and age 
when you’ve got people like Elton John and k.d. lang and 
Melissa Etheridge out there, the fear from the business side 
is ill-founded.” 

But even if gay musicians have finally started to over¬ 
come their fears of disclosure, and record companies have 
realized that openly gay musicians can sell records, there 
are still questions to be answered. Most significantly, with 
the growing number of gay and lesbian musicians corn-

jPf^ an Francisco has fallen in 
love with Beautiful Thing, 
Hettie MacDonald’s feel¬ 
good flick about budding homo 
love between two teens in a U.K. 
housing project (it’s at the Lu- 
miere). Gay British playwright 
Jonathan Harvey’s sensitive and 
witty script, adapted from his play 
of the same name, is his first ven¬ 
ture into the world of film, but 
with such a strong debut it’s cer¬ 
tainly not his last. 

We called up the 28-year-old 
playwright last week in LA, where 
he was touring with the film. “No, 


there won’t be any sequels,” he 
said when we asked if the film’s 
endearing characters might be 
reprised for further adventures. 
“Sequels seem to be an American 
thing.” 

Harvey’s been criticized by 
some because of the film’s fanta¬ 
sy-like ending, in which the two 
protagonists, cute teens Jamie 
and Ste, slow dance together in 
the courtyard of a tenement 
house while onlookers slowly fol¬ 
low suit. Harvey admits the scene 
is “pure wish-fulfillment,” but 
adds, “It works because you get 
the feeling the characters simply 
had to do it. It was inevitable. 
Plus, everybody wants a happy 
ending, and in this situation peo¬ 


ple can identify with the charac¬ 
ters’ happiness. I think it works.” 

Harvey, who lives in England, 
is hard at work on several pro¬ 
jects, including negotiations for a 
stage musical featuring the Pet 
Shop Boys. 

Cat with nine lives 

In 1959 Kim Novak played a 
sorceress in Richard Quine’s 

charming fluffball of a flick Bell, 
Book and Candle. If you thought 
Novak was pretty convincing 
enacting a high priestess of 
magic on the screen, you’d 
have thought she was the 
real thing last Friday 
when the actress 
stepped onto the 
stage of the Castro 
Theatre to introduce 
Universal’s glorious 
restoration of Ver¬ 
tigo, in which she 
starred in 1958. 

Anybody who can look that good 
at age 62 must possess very special 
powers indeed. 

In a brief onstage interview 
following Friday’s screening of the 
Hitchcock thriller, Novak an¬ 
swered questions from the audi¬ 
ence about her involvement with 
the film, in which she played two 
women from completely different 
sides of the train tracks. “I identi¬ 
fy with both Judy and 
Madeleine,” she said in response 
to a question about which role she 
preferred. “Each is a woman who 
just wanted to be loved, and each 
is a woman who realized that she 
must make compromises to get 
what she wants. Women are still 
in that position today. 

“When I first read [Judy’s] 
lines, ‘I want you to love me for 
me,’ I identified with it so much. 
Because it was what I felt when I 
came to Hollywood as a young 
girl. You know, they want to make 
you over completely.” 

About the notoriously odd 
Hitchcock Novak had nothing but 
kind words. “He was not difficult 
to work with. I hear all these hor¬ 
ror stories, but this wasn’t my ex¬ 
perience. He had a wonderful 
sense of humor, and I really ap¬ 
preciated the fact that he allowed 
a woman to interpret her role.” 
(Apparently Hitch wasn’t as gen¬ 
erously disposed to Novak as she 
to him. The director reportedly 
told Vertigo fanatic Francois 
Truffaut that he did not like her 
performance in the film.) 

Novak noted Friday that two 
films in which she has starred 
have now been restored — Vertigo 
and Picnic. “I hope if there are any 
more plans for restorations of my 
work,” said the actress, “that it’ll 
be The Man With the Golden Arm 
(1955).” 

Since this is San Francisco, no¬ 
body was nonplussed when a 
queen asked the actress if she “got 
to keep the clothes” she wore in 
Vertigo, doubtless some of Edith 
Head’s best work. Novak’s witty 
rejoinder was a memorable varia¬ 
tion on one of Vertigo's key lines: 
“No. It’s not good to keep sou¬ 


venirs from the past.” Vertigo con¬ 
tinues at the Castro Theatre 
through Nov. 7. 

Boze babbles on 

Prolific Boze Hadleigh, au¬ 
thor of Hollywood Babble On and 
other tomes, has come out with 
another collection of dimwitted 
interviews with “out” and closet¬ 
ed film and TV stars of yore. Not 
that all the fault with Hollywood 
Gays lies with its author — 
some of the subjects’ 
observations, includ¬ 
ing those of Cary 
Grant, Anthony 
Perkins and Brad 
Davis, are as banal 
as Hadleigh’s ques¬ 
tions. 

Liberace, James 
Coco and Perkins 
come off— no big 
surprise — as inse¬ 
cure queens. Coco 
slips the dish that Lionel Barry¬ 
more liked ’em young. Stop the 
presses. Liberace plays coy, but 
Boze, the fox terrier of gay jour¬ 
nalism, wears America’s No. 1 
Nellie down to a frazzle: “What’s 
the point of this? ‘Coming out’ is 
for younger people who want to 
stay in the headlines all the time! I 
don’t need or like headlines. ...You 
really have upset me.” Us, too, Lee. 

The worthwhile parts of this 
book could fill a brochure. The 
rest is filled with feeble attempts at 
interrogation, such as this lead-in 
to Cary Grant: “I couldn’t help 
noticing — and please stop me, if 
you don’t want me to bring this up 
— that when I mentioned the au¬ 
thor Kenneth Anger your mouth 
went down at the corners...?” 

Why not just ask the goddamn 
question (about the series of 
1930s photos Anger published in 
Hollywood Babylon II of Grant 
and his “roommate” Randolph 
Scott)? No wonder Hadleigh 
never gets a direct answer. Still, 
one must give him credit for 
tracking down stars such as Cesar 
Romero and William Haines be¬ 
fore they died to ask them about 
gay life during Hollywood’s gold¬ 
en era. 

Romero is rather forthcoming 
about his career as a “Latin lover” 
and a tryst with Desi Arnaz. 
(“Desi loved sex. He couldn’t get 
enough.”) But Romero draws the 
line at describing precisely what 
went on between him and the de- 
lovely Tyrone Power. 

The story of Haines being 
hounded by Louis B. Mayer of 
MGM to stop living with lover 
Jimmy Shields has been floating 
around for years, but it’s interest¬ 
ing to hear Haines’ version of his 
chat with the studio chief. Haines 
refused to move out, and asked 
Mayer how he’d feel if someone 
asked him not to live with his 
wife. 

“I think he was shocked,” 
Haines tells Hadleigh. “My reason 
for asking that was to show that 
that’s how much Jimmy meant to 
me.” (Haines meant a lot to 
Shields, too. They lived together 


for 54 years. Shields killed himself 
the year after his lover died, leav¬ 
ing a note that read in part: “It’s 
no good without Billy.”) 

Memory lane 

It’s been a while since we’ve 
heard from the filthy and besotted 
Portia Capplethwaite. Reason 
why is she’s been in the Big Crip¬ 
ple for two weeks, where, accord¬ 
ing to our spies, she’s been seen 
making a fool of herself all over 
town: at Elaine’s, where she ter¬ 
rorized waitstaff and diners with 
her Liza Minnelli impersonation; 
at Barney’s, where she got into a 
kick fight with a gerontal theater 
queen over Liza’s abortion quo¬ 
tient; and at the corner of Broad¬ 
way and 42nd, where Portia was 
spotted one morning last week 
modeling her latest attempts at 
Jeromewear — tattered pink 
and lime green miniskirt, broken 
platforms, and a mouldering see- 
through plastic clutch.

news updates, chat rooms and 
message boards divided up by de¬ 
mographics, interests and geogra¬ 
phy. 

The bulk of what PlanetOut 
does, however, is bring together 
resources already available in one 
user-friendly place. Online ver¬ 
sions of print magazines like 
Curve, XY and InsideOut, shop¬ 
ping in the Tzabaco catalog, 
comic strips like Dykes to Watch 
Out For and home pages for the 
larger national gay organizations 
are all featured, as well as exten¬ 
sive archives and directories of 
links to thousands of other gay 
websites. It’s a slick, centralized 
entry point into queer cyberspace, 
a postmodern Grand Central Sta¬ 
tion where people can shop, meet 
and look around, but most im¬ 
portantly go elsewhere once they 
arrive.

It’s a small world 

“The operative word is com¬ 
munity,” says Rielly. “Many gay 
and lesbian people live outside 
major gay communities, and we 
wanted to bring the community 
to them.” 

“Whether I’m living in San 
Francisco or Columbus, Ohio, or 
rural Podunk where I’m the only 
one, I’m not alone,” says Scott 
Walton, executive director of Dig¬ 
ital Queers, which is not formally 
associated with PlanetOut. “And 
in reality, even in San Francisco, 
for some people it creates anoth¬ 
er opportunity to connect with 
people. 

“PlanetOut becomes impor¬ 
tant because it bridges a gap,” 
Walton continues. “It takes the di¬ 
versity and depth of the web and 
blends it with the community 
sense of an AOL or a joinable en¬ 
tity, so it becomes easy to explore 
the vast variety and yet connect 
with people within a community. 
In that sense, it’s nothing new, but 
what they’re doing is bringing as¬ 
pects of this technology together 
in a new way.” 

Rielly stresses that PlanetOut is 
interactive and social, a whole 
universe more dynamic than an 
online magazine. “We’re really not 
in competition with print maga¬ 
zines,” he says. But so far, some of 
the major gay national titles — 
like Out or the Advocate, who 
have their own websites — have 
been reluctant to link into Plan¬ 
etOut, seeing that there is indeed 
competition in the realm of ad¬ 
vertising; PlanetOut’s potential 
audience could easily dwarf any 
gay print magazine’s circulation. 
Wickre admits to her longtime 
addiction to print media, and ar¬ 
gues that while there may be some

rivalry over audiences and adver¬ 
tisers, a website can never replace 
newspapers or magazines. 

“The limitations are that no 
computer is as portable as a mag¬ 
azine,” Wickre says. “If you want 
to have an intellectual, emotional 
experience with a magazine, this 
is harder. If you’re able to sit at a 
screen, this provides a richer con¬ 
text than a reading experience 
does by itself. The web is very rich 
in terms of touching off things 
that aren’t linear and [which] 
don’t exist next to each other nat¬ 
urally.” 

PlanetOut has attracted signif¬ 
icant venture capital from corpo- 


PlanetOut since its Gay and Les¬ 
bian Community Forum (GLCF) 
is among its most popular attrac¬ 
tions. Serving hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of gay customers has not 
only made AOL a comfortable 
home for many gay net-surfers, it 
has also made gay dollars an im¬ 
portant source of revenue for 
AOL. 

“One of the things that has 
kept AOL responding to the 
GLCF is [that] they were for a 
long time their top entity,” says 
Walton. And, he says, it is precise¬ 
ly this logic — that gays and les¬ 
bians are big business in cyber¬ 
space — that will likely draw their 
continued support to PlanetOut. 

As with any commercial ven¬ 
ture, mainstream advertisers are 
nervous about being associated 
with anything particularly risque. 
Given all the media hype about 
pornography on the Internet, 
some advertisers are sure to make 
demands restricting content. 

“We won’t have a top screen 
with naked hunks parading,” says 
Wickre, but such screens will be 
available for those willing to dig 
deeper. “That’ll be in an area that’s 
already been identified, and prob¬ 
ably American Airlines won’t 
want to advertise there. But that’s 
not really much of a restriction.” 

Advertisers’ concerns aside, 
America Online itself has fairly 
stringent standards of decency; 
nude photographs, for example,

rations, and it will be supported 
financially in a variety of ways. 
Sponsors like American Airlines, 
RSVP Cruises and Atlantic 
Records pay for advertising space 
on PlanetOut. Membership is 
free, but users help support the 
site by buying merchandise avail¬ 
able online. PlanetOut also makes 
money from licensing its content 
and a percentage of revenue from 
AOL for users’ connect time. But 
budgeting such a novel project is 
as much guesswork as simple 
arithmetic. 

“Anyone who tells you they 
know the definitive way to make 
money on the web is lying,” says 
Rielly. “These are the early days. 
We’re still in the Model T era in 
websites.”

are not permitted in AOL’s li¬ 
braries. Rielly maintains that such 
restrictions won’t be insurmount¬ 
able. 

“Our AOL site is more PG-13, 
versus our website, which is more 
R-rated, but that can be very aca¬ 
demic late at night when people 
are talking,” says Rielly. “Almost all 
content is available on both sides.” 

Content that is not available 
directly through AOL, says Rielly, 
can be accessed indirectly by link¬ 
ing from PlanetOut’s AOL site 
into their website. As for R-rated 
content, Rielly says that while 
such material won’t be found in 
PlanetOut itself, PlanetOut will 
point to other sites where other 
kinds of content are available. 

“We’re not going after the porn 
market,” says Rielly. “But we point 
to every queer site on the Internet, 
even the ones we disagree with, 
because the whole idea is that we 
should be your dashboard to the 
Internet.” ▼

It’s only a website! 

Popcorn Q is nuts & bolts beneath the glitz

s part of its splashy premiere 
: s campaign last summer, the 
mm producers of Popcorn Q 
printed up a full-color poster de¬ 
signed to look like something out 
of Hollywood in the 1930s. On it 
there’s an illustration of glam¬ 
orous gay and lesbian couples 
working ’30s evening drag. Yellow 
lines suggesting the glare of klieg 
lights frame the figures, and pop¬ 
corn kernels burst excitedly from 
the center of the Popcorn Q logo. 
All this visual excitement suggests 
we can expect thrills, chills, and 
same-sex kisses in this, “The Ulti¬ 
mate Online Home for the Queer 
Moving Image.” 

Now don’t get too worked up. 
Popcorn Q is not a Hollywood 
blockbuster, it’s a website. Like 
most things on the Internet, the 
experience of Popcorn Q (at 
http://www.popcornq.com) is not 
as exhilarating as its publicity 
promises, which is not to say it 
doesn’t have something to offer, 
only that it doesn’t warrant such 
a glitzy premiere. 

Launched last June by queer 
film scholar Jenni Olson, whose 
book The Ultimate Guide to Les¬ 
bian & Gay Film and Video pro¬ 
vides much of its content. Pop¬ 
corn Q is more a resource than an 
entertainment vehicle. The site 
features reviews of thousands of 
lesbian and gay film titles along 
with information about the pro¬ 
ductions (vital statistics and print 
resources). The database is fre¬ 
quently updated to include new 
theatrical and video releases, and 
visitors can perform searches to 
find that special movie. Films can 
be retrieved by titles, directors, 
and subjects, which are broken 
down into categories like Histo- 
ry/Herstory, Body Issues, Camp, 
Jewish Images, Romance, 
Sports/Leisure, and the ever-pop- 
ular Erotica/Porn section. 

Films are also logged by coun¬ 
try. Users can cross-reference to 
find flicks dealing with, say, sex 
work in Sao Paulo, select from a 
list of titles displayed, and get a 
capsule review along with perti¬ 
nent information on the film. 
Sometimes, though not always, 
the page includes a still from the 
film. Video clips are not included. 

The international emphasis 
has worked well. Olson reports 
the site received 20,000 visitors a 
day for its first two weeks, and 
they came from 75 different coun¬ 
tries. For those who live where 
there are no video stores, the list¬ 
ings include distribution sources 
and a link to a home video mail¬ 
order service. San Francisco resi¬ 
dents may find this useful before 
trucking over to Tower. 

Popcorn Q is broken into areas 
for film fans and film profession¬ 
als. In a hopefully ironic use of 
stereotypes in the screen graphics, 
the dashing men from the poster 
are the icons for the professional 
section, while the women repre¬ 
sent fans. Currently, professionals 
get a better deal. Filmmakers, fes¬ 
tival programmers, producers, di¬ 
rectors and academics can find 
lots of information in a “massive 
resource listing” that includes 
guidelines, dates, and other vitals 
for over 80 international lesbian 
and gay festivals. There are also 
extensive, if barely annotated, 
book listings, and a media profes¬ 
sionals section where working 
filmmakers, writers, and tech peo¬ 
ple can e-schmooze. As an added

inducement the site comes with 
lists of top ten favorite films cho¬ 
sen by lesbian and gay film pro¬ 
fessionals. The lists are interesting, 
but most of the people who chose 


them are obscure figures (festival 
programmers and independent 
filmmakers) known primarily to 
queer film aficionados. 

True to the still-evolving medi¬ 


um, Popcorn Q has its share of 
bugs, but its integration into 
PlanetOut deflects many of them 
by giving it a larger context. Olson 
promises more visual flourishes in 


the near future, including video 
clips and an online exhibition of 
her film poster collection. Until 
then just keep telling yourself: “It’s 
only a website.” T

Sea devils 

Edward Albee's ' Seascape'

M third Pulitzer Prize two 
Mm years ago for Three Tall 

I Women has created re¬ 
newed interest in the work of 
playwright Edward Albee. His first 
Pulitzer Prize-winning play, A 
Delicate Balance, was recently re¬ 
vived on Broadway, he was one of 
the first playwrights to be asked to 
contribute to the Magic Theatre’s 
Pieces of the Quilt , and the Aurora 
Theatre in Berkeley opened its 
season last week with Albee’s 
other Pulitzer winner, Seascape. 

Although Albee has been 
openly gay throughout his writing 
career, he’s been criticized by 
many for rarely spotlighting gay 
characters in his work. While it 
would be ill-advised to blithely 
dismiss this criticism of the play¬ 
wright, it is ultimately inaccurate 
to say that homosexuality does 
not resonate in his writing. In di¬ 
rector Barbara Oliver’s sensitive 
and intelligent production of 
Seascape, heterosexual union 
comes under the kind of intense 
scrutiny that could only be 
trained on it by an outsider. 

The play begins placidly, with 
the introduction of a rather banal 
middle-aged couple relaxing on a 
sand dune. Nancy (Carla Spindt) 
is an annoying chatterbox, her 
husband Charlie (Michael Santo) 
an insensitive dullard. In the play’s 
first half, the couple speaks at each 
other from two completely differ¬ 
ent and seemingly irreconcilable 
perspectives. Charlie wants to 
relax into old age; Nancy wants to 
revisit their exciting youth. In 
other words, she’s a chipper live 
wire; he’s a stick in the mud. The 
curiosity here is how two people 
with such different emotional 
needs could possibly stay married 
so long, even raise a family togeth¬ 


er, without killing each other. This 
is heterosexual union at its worst. 

But Albee is not content to let 
the play stay oh this level. The ex¬ 
traordinary quality of his plays 
lies in their often subtle blending 
of realism and absurdity. Using 
these elements, the playwright 
typically indicates that not all is as 
it seems, that if you look closely 
between the cracks in our realism- 
driven world there is a whole 
other reality to be explored. 

In Seascape Albee is a little less 
subtle than usual in addressing this 
other reality. Here, he cuts to the 
chase by introducing another cou¬ 
ple on the beach. Leslie (Howard 
Swain) and Sarah (Nancy Carlin) 
are two lizard-like creatures who 
have just crawled out of the ocean. 
Life under water no longer inter¬ 
ests them, and they’ve decided to 
come ashore to explore uncharted 
territory. For the balance of the 
play Albee uses Leslie and Sarah to 
dig deep into the stagnant lives of 
Nancy and Charlie. 

The play is as funny as it is in¬ 
termittently serious and con¬ 
frontational. Still, when Albee tears 


at our conventionality and hapless 
consumerism, it’s done with sensi¬ 
tivity and humor. We are not made 
to feel put-upon or belittled by 
these creatures from the deep, in¬ 
stead we’re fascinated by what they 
find interesting in humankind. 

Barbara Oliver’s direction is 
sensitive and detailed. She navi¬ 
gates these often choppy waters 
deftly, making the absurd elements 
seem almost plausible, yet still, and 
very appropriately, strange. 

The acting is terrific. Spindt is 
annoying, Santo is suitably 
grumpy, Swain’s Leslie is over¬ 
loaded with a kind of barbaric but 
perfect machismo, and Carlin is 
supremely curious as Sarah. In the 
Aurora’s tiny space at the Berkeley 
City Club, the production ele¬ 
ments bring the play almost liter¬ 
ally into the laps of the audience. 
This production is everything 
good theater should be. ▼

Hytner's ' Carousel' doesn't dig deep

I | ou want to leave a produc¬ 
tion of Carousel exclaiming, 
“Well, that was a real nice 
clambake!” But the best that can 
be said for the Broadway touring 
production currently at the Gold¬ 
en Gate Theatre is that it’s barely a 
clambake at all. In the battle be¬ 
tween the sleek, evocative sets and 
the struggling performers, the sets 
win. 

Produced by the Royal Nation¬ 
al Theatre of Great Britain, this re¬ 
vamped and invigorated version 
of Richard Rodgers and Oscar 
Hammerstein’s Carousel was a 
huge hit in both London and New 
York, where sophisticated artistic 
design (by Bob Crowley) was 
matched by powerful perfor¬ 
mances. Unfortunately, in the 
transition to touring production, 
much of this balance has been lost. 
Crowley’s production design — 
simple but bold New England col¬ 
ors and strong images that waver 
between ominous and dingy wa¬ 
terfront to a striking vision of 
heaven run by Quakers — has 
been adapted nicely for the tour, 
but the cast is not nearly as strong. 

Director Nicholas Hytner’s vi¬ 
sion for this Carousel was to re¬ 
lease it from the sugar-coated 
purgatory it inhabited since the 
release of the sanitized movie ver¬ 
sion in 1956. Rodgers and Ham-

merstein used Ferenc Molnar’s 
1921 play Liliom as their inspira¬ 
tion for a musical about, among 
other things, wife and child abuse, 
suicide, murder, theft, small-town 
propriety and redemption. The 
movie bypasses the shadowy tex¬ 
ture of the show and just presents 
colorful versions of hit songs like 
“If I Loved You” and “You’ll Never 
Walk Alone.” Hytner’s re-tooling 
of Carousel emphasizes the dark¬ 
ness of the original production, 
and his bold re-design removes 
the show from the realm of cute 
musical theater kitsch and at¬ 
tempts to imbue it with a much 


more seriously artistic — almost 
operatic — sensibility. 

Watching this touring produc¬ 
tion it’s easy to see what Hytner 
had in mind, but the uneven qual¬ 
ity of the cast keeps his ambitious 
goals at bay. The singing is strong 
throughout, although the over- 
amplified miking in the hangar¬ 
like Golden Gate reduces beauti¬ 
ful human voices to reverberating 
blasts of synthesized mush. 

Rebecca Eichenberger as the 
matronly Nettie Fowler turns in a 
masterful “You’ll Never Walk 
Alone,” and Sherry D. Boone as 
the energetic Carrie Pipperidge 
has a lovely, lilting voice perfectly 
suited for “Mr. Snow.” Sarah Uri¬ 
arte as Julie Jordan, the heroine, 
and Patrick Wilson as Billy 
Bigelow, the no-good carousel 
barker who forever alters her life, 
are more problematic. Both are 
able vocalists, but as actors, they 
aren’t able to sink into the com¬ 
plexity of their characters. The 
brilliance of Hammerstein’s writ¬ 
ing, especially in Billy and Julie’s 
courtship scene, cries out for full- 
bodied actors, but in this produc¬ 
tion we have to be content with 
beautiful sets filled with able 
singers who know all their lines. T

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Evocation of despair 

'Dark Elegies' highlight of Oakland Ballet

f he second program of the 
Oakland Ballet’s fall season, 

1 unveiled last week at the 
Paramount Theatre, unequivocal¬ 
ly demonstrates the company’s 
ongoing commitment to eclecti¬ 
cism. The three pieces presented, 
Ron Thiele’s Diversions , Anthony 
Tudor’s Dark Elegies, and Val Ca- 
niparoli’s Bow Out, are about as 
different as they can be and still be 
performed by the same company. 
Perhaps it’s time to stop being 
surprised that Oakland Ballet is so 
good and simply revel in its com¬ 
mitment to superb reconstruc¬ 
tions, sassy contemporary work, 
and standard classics. Is there any¬ 
thing this company can’t dance? 

Diversions opened the pro¬ 
gram. The work, set to Benjamin 
Britten’s Diversions for Piano Left 
Hand and Orchestra, begins with 
men in blood red tights, a color 
echoed among the female dancers 
by a splash of red fabric sewn into 
their otherwise off-white dresses. A 
passage of quiet distinction comes 
early in the piece, allowing for lilt¬ 
ing, lovely duets and trios. One 
couple (Erricka Turner and 
Michael Lowe) danced a standard 
pas de deux as two men (Ben 
Barnhart and Mario Alonzo) 
danced in complete unison to each 
other. Occasionally, Lowe broke 
away to join other men, only to re¬ 
turn to Turner. After eons of silly 
ballets in which men vie for the at¬ 
tention of one woman, it’s refresh¬ 
ing to see guys presenting a sweet 
sexual ambiguity. 

Diversions’ dances continued 
to unveil as a series of duets, trios 
and quartets. “Burlesque” differs 
from Diversions’ other dances in 
its bent-knee, fast-glancing 
rhythms. Oakland Ballet has a 
number of sylphid, swan-necked 
women, and they were used to ex¬ 
cellent advantage throughout this 
work. The end, which utilizes the 
full ensemble of six, vigorously 
punctuates the preceding, quieter 
segments, and it was well-execut¬ 
ed here. Light but not innocuous, 
Diversions offers pleasure as it un¬ 
folds, but there is little to contem¬ 
plate when it’s over. 

Bow Out, the evening’s closing 
dance, is a cool, sexy bon bon 
from San Francisco Ballet stalwart 
Val Caniparoli. With all the gen¬ 
der-bending going on, it could 
have come across as a tired, self- 
satisfied exercise, but Caniparoli 
saves the day with bold, shrewdly- 
deployed movement phrases, ex¬ 
pertly handled by the dancers last 
week. Everyone was in black, 
women in leotards and sheer 
tights, men in slacks and open 
jackets over bare torsos. When the 
men bounced around in their un¬ 
finished corporate drag, they 
looked like a gaggle of insane 
lawyers. 

Next, the women donned jack¬ 
ets and pants and began dancing 
on pointe. The effect was eerie. 
Momentarily, the women looked 
more like spinning tops than hu¬ 
mans, and when the men showed 
up in nothing more than skimpy 
briefs and jazz shoes, the effect 
was combustible. Near-naked 
men alongside cross-dressed 
women is a novel idea even in the 
most adventurous ballet compa¬ 
nies. 

Near the end, lighting designer 
Lisa Pinkham trained three lights 
into the audience, rendering us 
harshly while the dancers turned

into silhouettes. The confronta¬ 
tions were inexplicable but not in¬ 
effectual; it recalled the “bad boy” 
work of British choreographers 
Michael Clarke and William 
Forsythe. By next year it could 
look gratuitous, but for now it’s 
fun. The absence of pandering 
and the vigorous machine-like 
arm gestures kept it mesmerizing, 
as did the Philip Glassish score of 
Roy Powell and David Bedford. 

The big event of the evening 
was the company premiere of An¬ 
thony Tudor’s widely respected 
Dark Elegies, first performed in 
London by Ballet Rambert in 
1937. The piece, set to Gustav 
Mahler’s Kindertotenlieder, has 
been staged and directed for the 
Oakland Ballet by Tudor expert 
Sallie Wilson. The live musical ac¬ 
companiment was provided by 
pianist Ayako Isono and baritone 
Douglas Nagel. Set against a cold, 
wind-swept exterior in Eastern 
Europe, the dance is a lamenta¬ 
tion on the death of children. The 
dancers are appropriately ob¬ 


sessed and regimented, and the 
dances they make are a cruel 
mockery of the celebratory line 
and circle folk dances of the re¬ 
gion. The routine geometry is dis¬ 
turbed by a collapsing body, a face 
buried in hands, or eyes lifted up¬ 
ward, as if seeking explanation. 
For Tudor, the evocation of de¬ 
spair comes before ego. The 
dancers must create an internal 
world of misery that rises to the 
surface only through acting, not 
standard technique. 

Dark Elegies is a somber but 
powerful work. It is plotless but 
hardly meaningless. The abun¬ 
dance of circles and lines gives the 
work a tribal unity and dreadful 
calm. No wonder it was Tudor’s 
favorite work among his efforts. 
He made unerringly superb 
choreographic decisions in the 
piece. By minimizing bravura 
dance, he universalized the ex¬ 
pression of grief, and by render¬ 
ing it plotless he highlighted the 
inexplicability of death and, by 
extension, life. ▼

T wo recently published 
memoirs are greatly enter¬ 
taining reads, offering in¬ 
side peeks into the lives and works 
of artistic giants with all-too- 
human flaws. James Lord’s four- 
part delight recounts his friend¬ 
ships with the aesthete Harold 
Acton, flamboyant Jean Cocteau, 
painter Balthus, and Giacometti 
brothers Alberto and Diego. 
Thekla Clark’s charming remem¬ 
brance tells the story of the life¬ 
long companionship between the 
great poet W.H. Auden and libret¬ 
tist Chester Kallman, both of 
whom she knew intimately. Al¬ 
though some of these men have 
already been the subject of monu¬ 
mental biographies, Lord’s and 
Clark’s books add a personal 
touch. 

James Lord calls his subjects 
“remarkable,” but the author him¬ 
self must have extraordinary so¬ 
cial gifts to have gained entree 
into so many celebrity lives. “It 
was, and always has been, my keen 
desire to become acquainted with 
men and women who have con¬ 
tributed to the artistic history of 
my era,” he tells us, and with the 
innocence and courage of youth 
he walked right up and rang Pi¬ 
casso’s doorbell. He initiated

brace of” novelist Evelyn Waugh 
during “Waugh’s brief homosex¬ 
ual phase.” Alas, in Lord’s world 
view, “Harold happened not to be 
handsome, and for a homosexual 
that unfortunate fact usually 
makes for a lifetime of emotional 
inferiority.” 

Reminiscences of Cocteau and 
Balthus are similarly freewheeling 
(Cocteau and his humpy com¬ 
panion Edouard “Doudou” Der- 
mit are opium-addled pipeheads; 
Balthus effectively self-destructs 
under delusions of aristocracy), 
but Lord treats the artist Alberto 
Giacometti with awe and rever¬ 
ence. Lord made his reputation 
with his biography of Giacometti 
and related writings, and this ac¬ 
count leaves no doubt that, from 
his first visit to the Giacometti 
studio on, he knew he was in the 
presence of great genius. His tra¬ 
vails in accomplishing the biogra¬ 
phy in the face of fierce resistance 
from Madame Giacometti are re¬ 
counted in detail and offer insight 
into the difficulties of that literary 
labor. And the scene in which 
Lord confronts Jean Genet over 
his alleged theft of a Giacometti 
from the artist’s studio is a neces¬ 
sary corollary to Edmund White’s 
account of the incident in his bi¬ 
ography of the great French au¬ 
thor/thief. 

Thekla Clark first met W.H. 
Auden and Chester Kallman while 
on holiday on the island of Ischia 
and became a close confidante to 
both men during the course of 
their fruitful yet troubled com¬ 
panionship. Her memoir is at least 
in part a corrective of the only 
other book on the Auden/Kallman 
relationship, written by Chester’s 
stepmother and understandably 
biased. Clark is frank and non- 
judgmental when she describes 
the men’s arrangements for sex 
partners, which they both found 
among the village’s young man¬ 
hood. “When [Kallman] first ar¬ 
rived in Ischia, alone, he was taken 
by a local boy into the family vine¬ 
yard. Once there the boy made it 
abundantly clear that for 500 lire 
(less than a dollar even then) 
Chester could have him and all the 
grapes he could eat.” 

Although Kallman became in¬ 
creasingly neurotic as his golden 
beauty faded, Auden seems to 
have been more fundamentally 
repressed as a homosexual (a de¬ 
vout Catholic, he believed homo¬ 
sexuality a sin). Still, the love rela¬ 
tionship Clark portrays over the 
course of two decades of her 
friendship is as fertile and com¬ 
plex as any marriage. Lovers of 
Auden’s poetry who wish to know 
the man behind the gift should 
find this book. It has the emo¬ 
tional honesty of letters from a 
cherished old friend. ▼ 


friendships with the four stars of 
Remarkable Men as well, and a 
photograph from 1950 may offer 
a clue to his success: posed with 
the dandy Cocteau, the young 
Lord is the very model of the 
dashing homosexual. Cocteau, 
Balthus and Giacometti all im¬ 
mortalized Lord’s good looks in 
portraits, which are dutifully re¬ 
produced in the book’s picture 
pages. 

The memoirist makes no se¬ 
cret of his gayness and is forth¬ 
coming on his subjects’ proclivi¬ 
ties as well, even when, as in 
Acton’s case, they were at pains to 
hide their sexual identity. Of 
Acton’s interest in young boys 
during his years in Peking, we 
learn he “delighted in their silken 
skins and tiny penises.” During his 
Oxford years, he “rolled about on 
the floor of his study in the em-

dysphoria but rather expressing 
gender euphoria.” 

Moving to New York in the late 
1970s, Goldin continued to hone 
her documentary style by investi¬ 
gating the dark corners of her East 
Village milieu. Following in the 
footsteps of postwar New York 
School photographers such as 
Garry Winnogrand, Robert Frank 
and Diane Arbus (though without 


the latter’s nudge-and-wink freak 
show condescension), Goldin per¬ 
fected a from-the-hip method 
that infuses her color-saturated 
portraits with poignant immedi¬ 
acy. 

Throughout the next decade 
Goldin frequently displayed her 
photographs in the format of an 
ever-evolving slide show set to 
music, which she named The Bal¬ 


lad of Sexual Dependency , after a 
Kurt Weill tune from Bertolt 
Brecht’s The Threepenny Opera . 
The slide show was originally pre¬ 
sented in clubs and acclaimed by 
Goldin’s peers and art world pun¬ 
dits alike as a moving document of 
the sex, drugs, rock ’n’ roll lifestyle 
and the desire for meaningful rela¬ 
tionships.

haven’t hung out much with 

drag queens and I’ve never 
1 shot up, but Nan Goldin’s 
photographs make me feel like 
I’ve been there, done that. Within 
moments of entering Nan Goldin: 
Til Be Your Mirror, a mid-career 
retrospective of the artist’s widely 
celebrated photographs at the 
Whitney Museum of American 
Art, I felt an uncanny sense of deja 
vu, and not only because I’d seen 
so many of these startling docu¬ 
mentary images many times be¬ 
fore in exhibitions and books. Be¬ 
yond my previous familiarity with 
the photographs, and the narra¬ 
tive that holds them together as a 
diary of Goldin’s (and our) past 
25 years, I was sure I recognized 
people, places and, most crucial¬ 
ly, a certain atmosphere that sud¬ 
denly seemed eerily evocative of 
personal memories and experi¬ 
ences. It was as if the pictures on 
the museum wall had been lifted 
from my own photo album. I’m 
guessing that many viewers en¬ 
gage Goldin’s work in this man¬ 
ner, such is its raw power to reflect 
aspects of contemporary urban 
reality in the late 20th century. 

Brutal yet poetic, unflinching¬ 
ly honest and supercharged with 


and her pals are glimpsed in bars, 
convertibles and bathrooms, in 
dark, cluttered apartments and in 
bed (alone and in pairs), dressed 
up and messed up. Rarely without 
her camera, Goldin has caught in¬ 
delible moments of brazen sexu¬ 
ality, violent outbursts, gender- 
fuck role-playing, Monopoly 
playing, illness, self-destruction 
and stubborn survival. 

Goldin was drawn to photog¬ 
raphy at age 18 as a means of con¬ 
trolling her identity in the wake of 
her sister’s suicide. Her earliest 
snapshots hint at the warts-and- 
all candor and empathic connec¬ 
tion with subject matter that 
characterize her mature work. Re¬ 
acting against the era’s dominant 
“rocks and trees” aesthetic, Goldin 
and her photographer friend 
David Armstrong (the exhibi¬ 
tion’s co-curator with the Whit¬ 
ney’s Elisabeth Sussman) found¬ 
ed what she calls the “dust and 
scratch” school, which eschewed 
technical perfection and natural 
splendor in favor of a gritty, 
streetwise look and feel that best 
represented their surroundings 
on Boston’s Beacon Hill. 

Goldin claims that she and 
Armstrong were partially influ¬ 
enced by Andy Warhol’s films 
from the ’60s, yet her early images 
of scene-makers and drag queens

Through the looking glass

color and sensuality, Goldin’s 
provocative portraits, self-por¬ 
traits, landscapes and interiors hit 
hard in this abundant survey, one 
that is sure to confirm the artist’s 
unique standing in the long tradi¬ 
tion of documentary photogra¬ 
phy. Presented chronologically, 
the photographs trace Goldin’s 
inextricably linked personal and 
professional evolution while si¬ 
multaneously recording the dizzy¬ 
ing parties, solitary pouts, and 
tragic crash landings of her 
friends, lovers and fellow under¬ 
ground denizens in Boston, New 
York, Berlin and Tokyo. Goldin 


(whom she thought were beauti¬ 
ful enough to adorn the cover of 
Vogue) never resort to the mar¬ 
keting-savvy sensationalism in 
which Warhol indulged in his 
quest to turn hangers-on of dubi¬ 
ous talent into superstars. Enam¬ 
ored of their transgressive styles 
and attitudes, Goldin simply pho¬ 
tographed her friends at home 
and at The Other Side, a neigh¬ 
borhood gay bar. In wall text that 
appears later in the exhibition 
Goldin explains, “As a bisexual 
person, the third gender seems to 
me to be ideal. These pictures are 
not of people suffering gender

ing out, what exactly do they have 
in common? What unites their 
work as “gay music?” 

Even putting aside the issue of 
multiple genres, there are definite 
splits in the world of gay music. 
One group includes major artists 
who came out after their careers 
took off, like k.d. lang, the Pet 
Shop Boys, or Elton John. A sec¬ 
ond group includes openly gay 
artists who are trying to join the 
major leagues, like Catie Curtis, 
Extra Fancy, or Gregory Gray. Fi¬ 
nally, there are the openly gay 
artists who have recorded music 
for years without aspirations of 
major radio exposure or 
“crossover” record contracts, like 
Romanovsky and Phillips, Cris 
Williamson, or the Lavender Light 
choir. Which group is GLAMA 
striving to represent? 

“There’s a place for all of them 
in GLAMA,” says McCormack’s 
business partner, GLAMA co-cre¬ 
ator Michael Mitchell. The nomi¬ 
nees — from Melissa Etheridge to 
John Bucchino — do reflect that 
diversity. “Tom and I created 
GLAMA to be a place to come out 
into, a place for people to say [they 
are making] openly gay music.” 

Defining “gay music” is like 
trying to solve the riddle of the 
Sphinx; just when it becomes 
clear what gay music is, contrary 
examples leap to mind and the 
entire subject becomes muddled 
once again. If gay music is defined 
by the performers, then Tom 
Robinson’s “2-4-6-8 Motorway” is 
just as gay as his “Glad to be Gay.” 
If it’s defined by lyrics, then 
straight rocker Billy Bragg’s “Sex¬ 
uality” is gay music and Erasure’s 
“A Little Respect” is not. If audi¬ 
ence reception is the determining 
factor, then Diana Ross’ “Love 
Hangover” is as gay as the Village 
People’s “Macho Man.” 

“It’s a difficult thing to get 
your hands around,” Mitchell ad¬ 
mits. “I think [the discussion) is 
going to make a lot of people un¬ 
comfortable, and I think it’s okay. 
As a culture, we really love to put 
things in boxes and define them, 
but for a while as we define this 
it’s going to be difficult.” 
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Romanovsky & Phillips 


In the meantime, GLAMA de¬ 
fines gay music as that which is 
made by artists who are openly 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen- 
dered; in the case of a band, at 
least one member must fit the bill. 
To avoid outing musicians who 
aren’t openly gay, or meeting re¬ 
sistance from hesitant record 
companies, GLAMA relies on in¬ 
dustry nominations from artists, 
managers, or labels. Judges chosen 
from all aspects of the music in¬ 
dustry then pick the finalists and 
the winners. In order to deal with 
songs that specifically address is¬ 
sues of sexuality, a separate con¬ 
tent-based category — Best Out 
Recording — has been set up in 
addition to the awards based on 
performance alone. 

GLAMA, therefore, has the dif¬ 
ficult job of blurring such sim¬ 
plistic labels as “gay music” even 
as it constructs the very same 
cubbyholes. McCormack ac¬ 
knowledges that trying to set up a 
new category of music involves 
uncomfortable definitions, but he 
thinks it’s a necessary starting 
point in promoting gay artists. 

“Although I’m not a big fan of 
labels, it’s inevitable that in order 


to take that first step, you have to 
identify what potential marketing 
points there might be,” says Mc¬ 
Cormack. “We’re trying to get the 
music industry to recognize that 
there’s a market here.” 

The industry is indeed waking 
up to the gay market. Last year, 
Atlantic Records appointed Peter 
Galvin to the first position aimed 
at marketing gay music*— Vice 
President of Product Develop¬ 
ment/Gay Markets. Other compa¬ 
nies are starting to follow suit. 
And while Galvin’s job involves 
promoting all kinds of music to 
gay audiences — as opposed to 
GLAMA’s complementary but 
different goal of promoting gay 
musicians to all audiences — he’s 
still standing firmly behind 
GLAMA’s ambitions. 

“We need a gay and lesbian 
- awards show to bring attention to 
openly gay and lesbian artists so 
that someday we won’t need it,” 
says Galvin, who thinks the ulti¬ 
mate goal is to gain greater inclu¬ 
sion in mainstream award shows. 
GLAMA is the necessary first step, 
he says, echoing McCormack. 

In explaining his ideal model

RuPaul, Foxy Lady (Rhino Records) 

W hen compared to his other 
creative endeavors — act¬ 
ing in big-budget Holly¬ 
wood comedies, hosting a cable TV 
chat show—RuPaul’s recording ca¬ 
reer is something of an after¬ 
thought. Or at least that’s what one 
could surmise from the thought and 
effort that seem to have gone into 
his latest album, Foxy Lady. The 
record, made up of Hi-NRG dance 
tunes, mid-tempo love songs, and 
even some Latin pop, mines mid- 
to-late ’80s Top 40, but not in an 
ironic, revivalist way. When he 
mimics “La Isla Bonita”-era Madonna on “Delores,” singing Spang- 
lish in a laughable accent, the tone is completely reverent. He’s less 
straight-faced on “R.U, Nasty,” which promises to be a parody of 
Janet Jackson’s “Nasty Boys” but isn’t sharp or funny enough. 

On “R.U. Nasty,” RuPaul merely repeats a dumb chorus over a 
weak groove, a stylistic tack he takes too often over the course of the 
album. Song structure isn’t given much consideration here, and 
neither are lyrics. Of course, when Ru’s at a loss for a line he just lets 
loose with some of his favorite aphorisms: “Everybody say love!” 
or “You better work!” which is, apparently, a radical updating of 
his familiar “We’re going to work it!” And any queen should be 
struck down dead for uttering, “Go girl!” 

Just as RuPaul’s last album, 1993’s Supermodel of the World, had 
one track to recommend it, “Back to My Roots,” a paean to black 
hair and its limitless styling options. Foxy Lady has one worthwhile 
cut in “If You Were a Woman and I Was a Man.” Musically the song 
isn’t much, but the lyrics, which address the fluidity of gender roles 
in straight relationships, and, implicitly, role playing in queer cou¬ 
plings, are surprisingly thoughtful. This track is proof that RuPaul 
is capable of decent songwriting when he’s not dumbing himself 
down to conform to outmoded conventions of yesterday’s pop. ▼

Not So Much the Fall by Kerry 
Hart; Third Side, $12.95 

i 1 ere is a first novel that is 
W stunning in its originality. 

« Kerry Hart is a writer to 
watch, and Not So Much the Fall is 
a novel to savor. 

The plot, which is both vital 
and completely unimportant, has 
to do with Casey and her decision 
to move from and later return to 
Memphis. On the way around, 
Casey finds love, loses same, be¬ 
comes a therapist and a drug ad¬ 
dict, faces her demons, and runs 
from them. 

What makes this novel so as¬ 
tonishing is its structure. Not So 
Much the Fall is the first stream of 
consciousness novel I’ve ever read 
that has the real feel of the flow of 
a mind in torment. It is, if you 
will, an unself-conscious stream 
of consciousness. 


What makes the novel work is 
that Casey is always in the mo¬ 
ment, so we are able to stay with 
her, even as the narrative moves 
back and forth in time and space. 
Hart provides just enough infor¬ 
mation to establish time and place, 
then allows her narrator to explore 
her memories and feelings. 

Not So Much the Fall is no 
artsy-fartsy piece of self-indul¬ 
gence. Hart creates real charac¬ 
ters we learn to care about, 
deeply. She also has a wonderful

of how gay music could be pro¬ 
moted, McCormack uses the anal¬ 
ogy of Christian music, which, 
like gay music, crosses all musical 
genres and is similarly difficult to 
pinpoint. Over the past decade, 
with the help of a few key 
crossover stars, Christian music 
has blossomed into a niche with 
major label support and a sepa¬ 
rate department in music stores. 
But to avoid pigeonholing artists 
into this new sub-genre, Christian 
music promoters cross-reference 
their artists, so a Christian rock 
album also shows up in the rock 
section, while Christian country 
music winds upr alongside other 


country music. McCormack 
hopes to build a similarly cross- 
referenced niche of gay and les¬ 
bian music, both separate and in¬ 
tegrated at the same time. 

The awards, meanwhile, 
should provide a higher profile 
for gay artists by legitimating the 
often unrecognized work these 
musicians have done. 

“You have a group of people 
who have been ignored and some¬ 
times abused because of their 
identity and what they were rep¬ 
resenting,” says McCormack. 

“There was no way for gay and 
lesbian people to be recognized 
for the music they were making,” 
Mitchell adds. “There needs to be 
a way to acknowledge people who 
are really out and breaking new 
ground and paying their dues.” ▼ 


Isabel Miller, 1924-19 96 

A lma Routsong, a.k.a. Isabel Miller, author of the classic les¬ 
bian novel. Patience & Sarah , died October 4,1996 in Pough¬ 
keepsie, New York, after a long struggle with cancer. 
Routsong was born November 26,1924 in Traverse City, Michi¬ 
gan. After military service in the Navy, she enrolled on the GI Bill 
at Michigan State University, where she met her husband, Bruce 
Brodie. The prefab student housing they were forced to live in sup¬ 
plied the setting for her first novel, A Gradual Joy, which was pub¬ 
lished in 1953 by Houghton, Mifflin. In a review in the New York 
Times, J.D. Paulus called it “light, airy, talky, and ...top grade for its 
kind.” Ironically, for someone who was to become a militant les¬ 
bian, this work was often cited as a manual for a successful (het¬ 
erosexual) marriage. 

With her royalties from the book, she and her husband were able 
to buy a house of their own, and though the couple had four 
daughters, Routsong somehow found time to write a second novel. 
Round Shape ( 1959). 

In 1962, after meeting Elizabeth Deran, Routsong divorced her 
husband and moved to Washington, where Ms. Deran was working 
in a government bureau. But in that era of witch hunts, Ms. Deran 
was soon fired when it was discovered that she was a lesbian. 

The following year, the two women settled in Greenwich Vil¬ 
lage, where they pursued occult studies, which ultimately served as 
the inspiration for Routsong’s next novel, A Place for Us, the story 
of two women in early America who fall in love and build a life for 
themselves despite the odds. 

Even in the freewheeling ’60s, no publisher would touch the 
book, and in 1969, with Deran’s help, Routsong published a small 
edition of the book herself using the pseudonym Isabel Miller. The 
novel quickly found an enthusiastic readership, prompting Mc- 
Graw Hill to publish it in 1972 under the title Patience & Sarah. 
The book has remained in print ever since, both in the U.S. and 
abroad. 

Routsong published three more books, all with Naiad Press: The 
Love of Good Women (1986), Side by Side (1990), and A Dooryard 
Full of Flowers (1993). Another novel, Laurel, will be released this 
fall. The day before her death, an opera based on Patience & Sarah , 
by Wende Persons and Paula Kimper, was performed at Trinity 
Church in Manhattan. ▼ 


sense of irony. Consider this 
scene, following the death of 
Casey’s mother. Casey has ex¬ 
plained to Martin that she wants 
to leave Memphis, but doesn’t 
know where to go. After a discus¬ 
sion of what she’s looking for, 
Martin suggests Seattle. 
“‘Where’s Seattle?’ ‘It’s in Wash¬ 
ington State.’ ‘Where’s Washing¬ 
ton State?’ He pointed into the 
air, up and to the left. ‘Way up in 
the northwest corner.’ He was 
talking to me like I was a baby. I 
wasn’t stupid - I was a theatre 
major. There is a difference.” 

It’s not so much the fall. It’s the 
sudden stop. Casey is a woman 
whose life is filled with perilous 
falls and crash landings. Her abil¬ 
ity to recover from them, over and 
over, is a wonder to behold. 

Kerry Hart has created an as¬ 
tonishing novel, one that rewards 
the reader. Not So Much the Fall 
will make you laugh and cry and 
think and feel, and while you’re 
doing all that, you’ll admire the 
technique of an extraordinary 
writer. ▼

U ’m going to save you the 
$10.95 Main Street Books 
H wants for this pretty skimpy, 
not terribly amusing book by 
quoting the funny line.

tion, ‘Lesbians in the 21st Centu¬ 
ry: Were They All Detectives?”’ 

Yes, that’s right, one funny line.

Dugger starts with the obliga¬

She talks at 
length about hair, but again her 
comments are neitherTnsightful 
nor amusing. The History of Les¬ 
bian Hair is the kind of book 
straight people who haven’t read 
anything lesbian, ever, may find 
amusing, but for the rest of us, it’s

Jennifer Larmore, Call Me Mister 
(Teldec) 

Mezzo-soprano Jennifer Lar¬ 
more may be famed as much for 
her elegant good looks as for her 
beautiful voice, but now that she 
has posed for the cover of her new 
album in a pin-striped suit and 
stuck a cigar between her teeth, 


she may yet be famous for some¬ 
thing altogether different. 

Call Me Mister, a collection of 
pants role arias, is certainly a can¬ 
didate for the cleverest record 
concept of the year. It’s also a 
thoroughly satisfying vehicle for 
Larmore’s remarkable talent. 
Grouped by languages, this disc 
gives the lion’s share to Italian 
“travesty” parts, but I think most 
listeners will agree that the French 
arias fare best. Larmore has the fa¬ 
cility and pitch to easily navigate 
the florid bel canto parts, but she 
lacks the artistic maturity to in¬ 
fuse them with interest. Intensity 
of expression is not her forte. 

Conductor Carlo Rizzi leads 
the Welsh National Orchestra in 
carefully measured and beautiful¬ 
ly recorded performances, but his 
support is ultimately routine, 
which doesn’t help Larmore 
much in the Italian numbers. De¬ 
spite the banal accompaniment, 
the two Rossini arias — “Oh pa- 
tria!... Di tanti palpiti” from Tan- 
credi , and “Mura felici” from La 
donna del lago — are spectacular, 
and an aria from Tchaikovsky’s La 
pucelle d’Orleans is gorgeous. 


Sumi Jo 


Sumi Jo, Sumi Jo sings Mozart , 
English Chamber Orchestra/Ken¬ 
neth Montgomery (Erato) 

Korean soprano Sumi Jo is be¬ 
coming more well-known with 
her third compact disc release, but 
she remains, inexplicably, one of 
the best kept secrets in opera. 

Sample any cut off her new all- 
Mozart album and prepare to be 
dazzled. Her faultless tone and 
breathtaking agility put one in 
mind of the young Sutherland or 
Sills. 

I confess to liking Mozart’s 
concert arias least among his glo¬ 
rious works, but Jo’s artistry is 
enough to startle me into appre¬ 
ciation. Of course, the opera arias 
are instantly familiar, but the 
singing is fresh enough to bring 
vital revelations. 

Ms. Jo is also blessed with a 
wonderful conductor in Kenneth 
Montgomery. He culls some ex¬ 
quisite playing from the English 


Chamber Orchestra, and the en¬ 
gineers win mention for achieving 
discreet but sympathetic balances 
throughout. 


Michael Tilson Thomas 


Michael Tilson Thomas, Copland 
the Modernist, San Francisco 
Symphony/Garrick Ohlsson, piano 
(RCA Victor Red Seal) 

While most guys his age are 
going through their mid-life cri¬ 
sis, Michael Tilson Thomas is liv¬ 
ing proof that staying young 
means staying busy, doing work 
that you love. 

Tilson Thomas’ second release 
for RCA Victor is another smash 
success, one that will surely win 
new friends for the San Francisco 
Symphony, and more important¬ 
ly, for Aaron Copland, a compos¬ 
er many listeners have yet to dis¬ 
cover. 

Hearing these snappy and 
youthful works, which are full of 
big ideas and a young man’s 
bravado, I can’t help but wonder 
at their current neglect. Tilson 
Thomas is comfortable with the 
rhythms and jazzy dissonances of 
these pieces, aspects of the works 
that seem idiomatic of what some 
have called Copland’s American 
sound. It’s also fun to hear where 
Leonard Bernstein did some taste¬ 
ful cribbing for the opening of 
West Side Story, and how Stravin¬ 
sky must have both thrilled and 
influenced the young Copland. 

The album begins with the 
jaunty Concerto for Piano and Or¬ 
chestra, played with no-little brio 
by Garrick Ohlsson, and proceeds 
with a very cogent and illuminat¬ 
ing Orchestral Variations. The 
Short Symphony (Symphony No. 
2) shows the Stravinskian model, 
but the closing Symphonic Ode is 
pure Copland: bombastic yet 
good-natured and brilliantly 
scored. 

All praise to Tilson Thomas 
for carrying on his trend with 
recording 20th century works, 
and for holding our hand while 
we venture into the thornier ter¬ 
ritory of one of this country’s 
most beloved composers. By the 
way, check out the picture of 
MTT on the cover of this album 
— it’s not likely we’ll ever see the 
Maestro in a Hawaiian shirt 
again! ▼

disfigured and her eyes bloodshot 
following a relationship-ending at¬ 
tack from scary, magnetic Brian 
(seen in many other images), takes 
self-portraiture to an almost un¬ 
comfortable level, where Goldin’s 
brave refusal to remain a silent vic¬ 
tim hits up against her tendency 
towards exhibitionism, obviously a 
factor in the work of such a self-re¬ 
flexive diarist. 

Generous, sobering, and emo¬ 
tionally draining, Nan Goldin: Vll 
Be Your Mirror succeeds in rein¬ 
stating credibility to the life-imi- 
n tates-art cliche because Goldin in¬ 
sistently grounds her art in the 
stuff of everyday existence. There 
is a certain irony to be found in 
viewing photographs that bleed 
from downtown wounds in the 
tony, uptown Whitney — imagine 
Mark I. Chester’s explicit SoMA- 
based Diary of a Thought Crimi¬ 
nal photographs on display at the 
de Young — but ultimately 
Goldin’s work has such across- 
the-board appeal in part because 
she understands that the specifics 
of locale do not constrain the uni¬ 
versality of longing. Goldin holds 
up her cracked looking glass, and 
in its fragmented reflections we 
see ourselves. T

“The diary I let people read,” the 
version of Ballad in the Whitney 
show is undoubtedly the exhibi¬ 
tion’s highlight. Consisting of 
nearly 700 slides that flash by to 
the accompaniment of opera arias, 
James Brown, Bronski Beat and the 
Velvet Underground, Ballad is a 
brilliant montage that alternates 
between bright and dim, hopeful 
and doomed. Images of flirtatious 
fun, hand jobs, marriage, pregnan¬ 
cy and parenthood dissolve into 
pictures of menace, drug and do¬ 
mestic abuse, and too-early death. 
After the last slide flashes by, view¬ 
ers are left in darkness to mourn 
the losses to which Goldin gives 
such eloquent testimony. 

To cop a Lou Reed title (one of 
Goldin’s professed heroes), a 
blend of magic and loss domi¬ 
nates Ballad and much else in the 


exhibition, from an intimate se¬ 
ries of Goldin’s close friend Cook¬ 
ie Mueller (whom she calls “the 
most fabulous woman I’d ever 
seen”) that ends in Mueller’s 
death from AIDS, to similarly 
bleak but dignified portraits of 
other friends ravaged by the dis¬ 
ease. Goldin’s work that deals with 
AIDS puts her in company with 
contemporary artists such as Bill 
Jacobson and David Wojnarow- 
icz, who through photography 
have eulogized the dead and reck¬ 
oned with the polarities of Eros 
and Thanatos. 

Equally effective are a wall of 
hotel room interiors — sites of one 
night stands with dirty sheets and 
no goodbyes — and some Euro¬ 
pean landscapes that demonstrate 
Goldin’s dexterity with natural 
light. Perhaps best of all are the 
plethora of self-portraits that re¬ 
veal the artist in many guises. One 
image, Nan one month after being 
battered, in which the artist’s face is

M y favorite book of pho¬ 
tographs since the ele¬ 
gant kitsch of Gianni 
Versace’s Men Without Ties last 
year — and perhaps my favorite 
collection of photographs, period 
— is this Edition Stemmle vol¬ 
ume of Steven Arnold’s photos 
edited by Peter Weiermair. 

Steven Arnold, who was born 
in Berkeley in 1943, and who 
came of age in the psychedelic 
and surreal San Francisco of the 
’60s and ’70s, died of AIDS in Los 
Angeles two years ago. He began 
his career as an underground 
filmmaker, but as he gained suc¬ 
cess he turned away from the 
world of commercial films to 
delve into his personal fantasies, 
which he began to record through 
still photography. The resulting 
images were staged tableaux, 
striking, sexual, and undeniably 
gay photographs — imagine a 
Joel Peter Witkin photo designed 
by Pierre et Gilles. 

In his introduction to this vol¬ 
ume, Peter Weiermair describes 
the old pretzel factory in down-

town Los Angeles that served as 
Arnold’s studio, living quarters, 
atelier and salon: “His studio was 
a cacophony of art and kitsch — 
kitsch as only America, particu¬ 
larly Hollywood, could produce: 
furniture of different styles, 
stuffed animals, oriental bric-a- 
brac, crystal vases and Art Deco 
urns, boxes, Christmas decora¬ 
tions — and all of this framed by 
countless hanging lengths of dec¬ 
orative cloth. Into this shrill world 
he invited Hollywood society as if 
to a grand salon: actors and 
dancers, filmmakers and prosti¬ 
tutes, drag queens and musicians, 
construction workers and fashion 
designers, poets and transsexuals, 
and among them the models who 
assisted him in his staged photo¬ 
graphic tableaux. His house mir¬ 
rored his own surreal obsessions, 
his fascination with the loudly 
clashing mixture of high and low 
culture. His studio, as he once re¬ 
marked to himself, ‘is more like 


Barnum and Bailey fucks Louis 
XIV, in drag.’” 

Weiermair calls Arnold a “ring¬ 
master in the circus of the soul.” 
Of his meticulously staged photo 
tableaux, Arnold says, “If all goes 
well, the viewer’s psyche gets taken 
for a ride... preferably a dangerous 
one.” And, indeed, these are daz¬ 
zling, hilarious, unsettling trips 
into the psyche. If the props and 
framing devices seem out of this 
world, look at what they’re pre¬ 
senting: famous faces (Madonna, 
Tony Ward), highly unusual drag 
queens, and some truly exotic an¬ 
drogynes. Most, however, are 
fleshy young men, their muscula¬ 
ture highlighted with painted con¬ 
tours, their sexuality emphasized 
by Arnold’s cunning visual trick¬ 
ery, as well as by the plumpness of 
their hard, thrusting cocks. Form¬ 
ing a delicious stew composed of 
Cocteau, sex, and the surreal, 
Arnold’s hothouse beatifications 
are archetypal, gay wet dreams. T

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n’t do it because it wouldn’t be 
profitable,” says Bellafante. “I 
think that would detract and scare 
other people away.” 

Jacobs is more optimistic. First 
of all, the possibility will have 
been opened, she notes. Secondly, 
the smaller networks, from Fox to 
UPN and WB, are more willing to 
take big risks and would likely 
rush in to steal the media atten¬ 
tion. 

On one thing the media ex¬ 
perts agree. 

“If they don’t go with the les¬ 
bian story line, it ain’t going to 
help the ratings,” says Klein. “The 
show will die in anonymity. This 
is the one thing they envisioned 
will help the show. Whether that 
happens remains to be seen, but if 
they don’t go with the story line, 
it’s just going to tank.” 

Whether Disney takes the 
plunge or pulls the plug, it seems 
likely that it’s just a matter of time 
until gay America is ready for 
prime time - or vice versa. 

“The closet door has been 
cracked open,” says Jacobs. “It 
would be hard to close it.” T

supporting cast member, and the 
networks have never had a gay 
lead. Second, Ellen Morgan the 
character is portrayed by Ellen 
DeGeneres the actor, whose own 
sexuality has been the subject of 


tabloid headlines. Separating the 
character coming out from De¬ 
Generes coming out is a tricky 
task. 

“They’re making a very strong 
distinction that it’s just Ellen 
Morgan coming out, but it cer¬ 
tainly is raising questions I don’t 
think Ellen DeGeneres is com¬ 
fortable addressing right now 
about her own sexuality,” says Ja¬ 
cobs. “It’s such a fine line when 
you’re playing a character who has 
the same name.” 

If Ellen does come out, rumors 
abound that the network will hold 
off the revelation until February 
or even May, television “sweeps 
months.” Jacobs thinks stretching 
out the tension that long is fool¬ 
hardy, as all momentum could be 
lost once the media spotlight 
shifts elsewhere. 

But what if Ellen doesn’t come 
out after all? The impact on gay 
television characters could have a 
chilling effect on future endeav¬ 
ors. 

“If Ellen doesn’t do it, it would 
make the statement that we’re 
scared, we backed away, we could-

That’s the question 

'' A facing the entertainment 
media this month. Television star 
Ellen DeGeneres has been teasing 
viewers with the possibility of the 
title character of her show Ellen 
coming out as a lesbian. In Sep¬ 
tember’s premiere, her character 
Ellen Morgan made a crack about 
how she would never marry a 
man. By the next episode, she was 
literally coming out of the closet 
- in her new house, that is. De¬ 
Generes is testing the waters quite 
publicly, trying to measure reac¬ 
tions, but it’s still unclear whether 
the news is for real or if this is 
only a test. 

“This is not a trial balloon,” 
says A.J. Jacobs, who wrote Enter¬ 
tainment Weekly's October 4 cover 
story “Gay TV.” “This leaked out 
without them wanting it to, but 
now that it’s out there, they’re 
gauging the public and media’s 
reaction.” 

Time magazine’s Ginia Bel¬ 
lafante disagrees. In her October 7 
story, Bellafante looks at De¬ 
Generes’ tour of the talk show cir¬ 
cuit as testing the waters before 
the decision is made - not, as Ja¬ 
cobs suggests, trying to cover a 
leak of a done deal. 

“It appears, given her talk 
show appearances, that it’s an ex¬ 
ercise in market research,” Bel¬ 
lafante says. And it seems to be a 
promising exercise at that. “Given 
that such high-profile advertisers 
like Intel and Microsoft have said 
they would stick with it, I think it 
might happen.” 

There is, of course, the threat 
of a boycott from the American 
Family Association. Disney 
(whose Touchstone division pro¬ 
duces Ellen and whose ABC net¬ 
work airs the show) is no stranger 
to the AFA; a boycott is already 
underway from the anti-gay 
group over Disney’s domestic 
partner benefits for employees. 
Disney seems unscathed from the 
current AFA boycott, however, 
and is unlikely to change its mind 
over this round of threats. 

Real determinant 

More than a boycott, the rat¬ 
ings may well determine Ellen’s 
fate. Already slipping in viewer 
share, the show needs something 
to keep it alive. If ABC hoped that 
the controversy would spike the 
ratings for this season’s premiere, 
they were wrong; numbers are 
down sharply from last season - 
although Bellafante is quick to 
point out the show’s strong new 
competitor, The Nanny, may have 
more to do with the decline than 
any lesbian controversy. 

Declining ratings, however, 
may not be an entirely bad thing. 
The network might be more will¬ 
ing to make major changes in a 
show that needs major changes to 
stay afloat. 

“It’s not as big of a risk,” Jacobs 
says of tinkering with a 
lower-rated show. “It’s not like 
bringing Tim Allen out of the 
closet, or Jerry Seinfeld. It’s a mid¬ 
dling show anyway.” 

Still, even Jacobs acknowledges 
that while Ellen coming out might 
be great for gay rights and the 
show’s creative edge, it may dam¬ 
age ratings. A poll in Entertain¬ 
ment Weekly shows that while a 
majority of viewers wouldn’t be 
offended by a gay lead character, 
nearly half wouldn’t let their kids 
watch it, and 44 percent say the 
trend toward more gay television 


characters is a bad one. The poll 
also predicts that ratings will 
more likely fall than rise if Ellen 
comes out. 

Nonetheless, it is a banner sea¬ 
son for gay characters on televi¬ 
sion; Entertainment Weekly counts 
22 gay characters on prime time 
this season. So perhaps audience 
impressions will change, and net¬ 
work fears will be allayed, when 
gay characters become increasing¬ 
ly more common. 

“I think that actors are feeling 
greater freedom to explore play¬ 
ing gay characters,” says Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion (GLAAD) Communications 
Director Alan Klein. “It definitely 
is a new trend, and the Ellen peo¬ 
ple really saw this as an opportu¬ 
nity to move the show in a direc¬ 
tion that would get more atten¬ 
tion and more viewers and hope¬ 
fully bring the numbers up.” 


Tricky task 

Ellen is different from the 
other gay characters for two im¬ 
portant reasons, however. First, 
Ellen is the title character, not a

walls.” Yes, sir! Supervisorial candidate 
and prostitution rights advocate 
Margo St. James is the Ball’s 
founder, and it’s a benefit for the sex- 
workers group C.O.Y.O.T.E. (Call 
Off Your Old Tired Ethics).
